CABINET  CHANGES 


No  one  lupposed  at  the  time,  and  least  of  all 

Mr.  Winston  Churchill,  that  thp  Cabinet  he 
loimed  when  he  took  over  office  last  May  would 
remain  ai  It  was  then  constituted.  Cablnit- 
makiriK  in  wartime  is  a  niatter  of  trial  and  ekpe- 
riente.  Alieady  there  has  been  a  reshuffling  of 
portfolios,  and  now  there  is  little  doubt  that  more 
changes  may  he  expected.  .Sonu-  (if  tlie  MiiiLsters 
•elected  by  Mr.  Churchill  had  to  be  tried  out 
mnd  given  the  opportunity  to  bring  the  lull  war 
effort  to  bear  in  their  various  departments 
Those  who  have  failed  to  any  extent,  who  have 
not  lived  up  to  expectations,  must  expect  to  be 
shelved  or  given  lesii  important  duties. 

The  latest  budget  at  We.stminster  came  in  for 
criticism,  mainly  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not 
|o  far  enough.  Sir  Klng.sley  Wood.  Chancellor 
of  the  Exrheq-ier,  may  be  onr  of  the  Mini.sters 
Who  will  have  to  give  way  to  a  successor.  Another, 
Whose  conduct  of  the  dfflce  he  holds  does  not 
seem  to  have 'proved  satisfactory  to  the  press, 
is  Mr.  DufI  Cooper,  the  Minister  of  Information. 
He  is.  a  close  friend  of  the  Prime  Minister,  who 
holds  him  in  high  esteem,  but  this  fric;idshlp 
will  not  stand  In  Mr.  ChurchlU  s  way  if  he  believes 
the  Mtnl3<iy  «t  Informattmr  Trot  bclTig  tott- 
ductfd  to  the  full  point  of  efliciency.  At  the  lime 
Mr  Churchill  took  ofTlre  he  made  It  clear  that 
the  personnel  of  his  Cabinet  was  designed  to 
represent  the  couh try's  determination  as  ex- 
pre.s.sed  throutrh  tlie  representatives  of  public 
opinion.  He  intimated,  however,  that  changes 
might  have  to  be  made  In  the  Cabinet.  Some 
already  have  taken  effect,  now  others  are  in 
contemplation  &o  that  better  rc;iults  may  be 
achieved. 

.,  A  Cabinet  reorgam/.-ition  at  thi-s  time  would 
imply  no  loss  of  confidence  in  the  Government 
headed  by  Mr.  Churchill.  There  is.  for  instance, 
the  case  of  Lord  Beaverbrook,  who  has  brought 
about  such  a  remarkable  acceleration  in  the 
production  of  aintaft  There  would  be  lib  sur- 
prise if  he  were  given  new  or  Increased- responsi- 
bilities because  of  the  driving  power  he  has 
*ho\yn.  The  Labor  members  of  the  Ministry  have 
shown  themselves  capable  in  their  tasks,  and 
have  Inspired  the  Industrial  population  with  new  | 
enthusiasms.  There  is  the  possibility  that  another 
representative  of  that  party  will  be  Included  In 
the  National  Goyernmcnt.  There  has  been  crltl- 
cl.sm  of  certain  Ministers,  but  this  has  not  Im- 
plied that  there  U  way  loss  of  pubUc  eonfldencc 
111  the  .A(:riinistratlon,  and  partleularly  in  its! 
leadership.  The  fact  Is  that  the  Government 
'  becomes  more  strongly  entrenched  as  the  months 
pkss.  It  will  be  a  sign  of  It.s  vigor  and  determina- 
tion to  give  recognition  to  the  ie.s.sons  of  expe- 
rience and  insure  that  the  be&t  men  are  In  the 
key  portions  of  war  effort. 

NLW  liORIZUNii 


There  has  been,  and  always  will  be,  debate 

about  the  purpose  of  life,  there  il.inference  and 
postulation.  One  common  experience,  however, 
emeriet,  tod  it  la,  m  The  Herald,  Glasgow,  sum- 
marizes It,  "that  the  individual  has  to  find  his 
own  meaning  for  the  world  he  lives  in,  and  to 
find  pome  philosophy  which  will  reduce  the  chaos 
of  that  world  to  a  kind  of  order  in  which  he 
has  some  chance  of  happiness."  When  that 
new.sjjaper  alludes  to  chaos  it  has  Ih  mind  some- 
tiiiiiK  of  the  dual  personality  which  Mr  Edwin 
Muir  notes  and  tells  so  convincingly  of  in  "The 
Story  and  the  Fable."  This  book  is  an  auto- 
biography, and  the  writer  sees  himself  a.s.  not 
one  man.  but  two.  He  feels  that  throuKh  life 
he  ha.s  one  road  to  travel,  which  is  intended  for 
himself  and  not  for  "his  other  personality,"  and 
if  It  were  not  for  the  lattrr  he  would  never  have 
left  that  road.  The  mytliical  companion  that  is 
within  him  keeps  looking  ab6ut  for  more  <on- 
vcnlent  and  wider  ro^ds.  "and.  as  it  happens, 
there  Is  one  at  every  feW  yards.  He  unconsciously 
edges  me  Into  one  of  these,  talking  all  the  time 
to  di.stract  my  attention,  for  he  is  a  great  talker, 
a  wonderful  stqry-telleri  When  we  have  gone 
along  some  iipartlcular  road  for  a  while  I  come 
to  myself,  accu.se  him  of  rieceiving  me,  and  Start 
back  lor  the  original  road  again." 

■Ill  carrying  on  his  story  of  the  dual  per- 
sonality. Mr.  Muir  tells  of  the  dlfflcultles  of 
returning  to  the  right  road.  Where  the  diversion 
had  seemed  smooth  before,  It  now  has  "great 
boulders,  even  dangerous  chasms."  He  struggles 
back,  however,  "with  his  other  personality,"  who 
complains  all  the  ^ay.  Then  he  finds  himself  .so 
tired  that  he  ha§  to  rest  for  a  long  time.  He 
IS  back  on  the  right  road,  but  suffers  from 
Inertia  and  Is  not  able  to  stride  energetically 
along  it.  He  looks  with  hopelessness  on  the  task 
of  reaching  the  various  stages  jn  time,  and  yet 
It  is  the  road  tliat  suits  him,  it  is  his;  the  only 
road  along  which  he  can  reach  the  various  stages 
at  the  right  hours. 

The  moral  to  which  Mr.  Muir  points  is  that  if 
every  man  and  woman  took  his  or  her  road,  and 
stuck  to  it  without  listening  to  anyone,  "the 
march  of  mankind  would  be  one  triumphant 
march  to  a  glorloin  end.  There  would  ba  millions 
of  friend.s  on  either  side  of  me,  and  nothing  but 
friends,"  he  writes.  "For  my  companion,  in  spite 
:  j  of  Me  liieewtpetliewrtMe  pa.'>i<leT>  for  all  readj.-^ 
not  really  friendly;  he  Is  merely  gregarious  and 
Inconsiderate.  He  wants  to  come  across  people, 
in  every  sense  of  the  phrase,  not  to  walk  in  unity 
with  them  .  .  .  If  my  road  were  wide  enough 
for  two.  would  he  behave  any  better?  I  know 
him  too  well  to  think  so.  For  though  he  may  not 
be  wicked,  he  Is  quite  Incorrigible." 

Those  who  examine  thoir  inner  con.sciou.sness 
can  discern  this  dual  personality.  It  is  a  war 
within.  What  Mr.  Muir  seeks  to  find  Is  the 
pattern  that  life  should  be,  and  he  l.s  of  opiiuon 
that  what  prevents  that  pattern  being  found  and 
followed  Is  the  dual  {Purposes  in  a  man's  mind, 
and  how,  beeau.s-e  of  tliem.  individual  inirp<j.^e 
Is  so  easily  distracted  and  loses  the  rhythm  of 
Its  course— hi  fact,  becomes  (11  verted  to  some 
other  and  perhaps  useless  avenue  of  endeavor.

theory  of  relativity  A  hundred-Inch  tele.'^rape 
has  brought  within  astronomical  ken  a  universe 
Irom  which  light  reaches  thl.«r  earth.  The  point 
of  Interest  Is  that  It  has  t;ikrn  that  light,  if 
calculations  are  rorrect.  230,000.000  years  to  reach 
this  mundane  .splicre.  Moieover,  that  universe, 
hitherto  unknown,  is  receding  from  the  universe 
of  whieii  earth  Is  a  part  .at  the  rate  of  25,000 
miles  a  second. 

•  Commenting  on  this.  Dr.  Leslie  F.  Ghurcl;i. 
writing  in  The  Quarterly  Review,  says  "'so  much 
f6r  our  little  measurements  of  ^pace'  The  strife 
In  which  the  world  is  involved  is  nof  a  question 
of  'lebensraum'  for  the  body— as  one  section 
would  maintain  -but  of  'lebensraum"  for  the 
fiplrlt.  and  our  limited  measurements  of  space 
and  time  muft  not  be  allowed  to  stifle  the  soul 
The  war  may  be  a  grievous  interruption,  but  It 
cannot  be  a  final  barrier  to  the  development  of 
man's  spirit.  Although  we  are  caught  In  the 
chaos  Which  Is  the  ."selfishness  of  man.  We  are  not 
rut  off  from  our  spiritual  resources.  The  violation 
of  frontiers  and  the  occupation  of  territory  may 
cripple  or  destroy  tlm  body,  hut  nothing  except 
our  own  dehberate  action  can  rob  the  spirit  of 
Its  'living  room'."

Without  taking 
these  into  calculation,  "it  Is  futile  for  the  amateur 
politicians  and  atrateglita  to  fill  columns  In  the 
pre.ss  as  to  the  Immediate  Issue  .  but  It  Is 
not  futile  for  man  to  look  beyond  the  battle- 
smoke  and  dare  to  challenge  time  and  space  to 
east  hl.t  .spirit  ir-»n  hen -is"  Tlie  human  spirit  l.s 
the  creation  of  Ood,  and  Ui  spite  of  all  its  pitiful 
abuse  of  freedom  It  Is  not  given  to  man  to  hurl 
back  and  destroy  the  eternal  purposes.  As  we 
look,  then.  In  the  agony  of  conHlct  for  a  new 
ho/lzon,  we  sliail  not  discover  it  in  any  hidolent

<lu^  to  illnes.s.  Deteriiimed  to  re- 
main with  lier,  Mr.  March  was  only 
persuaded  to  leave  the  city  and  pos- 
sible incarceration  in  a  German 
Internment  camp  by  the  entreaties 
of  his  wife.  He  wa.s  advi.sod  that 
lier  concern  over  him.  should  he 
stay.  wotUd  end  in  grave  resulU 
with  regard  to  her  health. 

Tlie  first  attack  on  Bru.s.srls  oc- 
curred May  10  at  .'S:15  a.m.  when 
German  bombers  flew  over  the  city 
and  dropped  their  "eggs"  indlscrlm- 
Inatrly.  Four  were  killed  and  eighty 
injured  by  this  attack,  whieh  was 
immediately  protested  by  the  au- 
thorities on  the  score  that  Brussels 
wa.s  an  "open  city." 

No  furthpr  raids  ooeurrod  up  until 
the  time  Mr.  March  left  the  city 
on  May  17.  The  night  previous  to 
his  departure,  bridges  and  vladurUs 
were  blown  up  and  destroyed,  to 
stem  the  advance  of  the  Nazi  horde. 

Unable  to  obtain  funds  to  help 
him  in  flight,  all  the  banks  having 
closed.  Mr-  March  fiil<'(l  an  ordinary 
child's'  school  bag  *  with  a  -shirt, 
seeks  and  a  few  personal  effects, 
taking  only  a  tWO-pound  loaf  of 
bread  for  food. 

This  bread,  along  with  some  milk 
■  he  obtained  on  the  way,  was 
only  food  he  had   until  he 
reached   EiU'land  eight  days  later. 
Not  once  In  tlie  eight  days  did  he 
have  a  wink  of  sleep. 

During  his  flight.  Mr.  March 
walked  at  least  150  miles,  and  prob- 
ably more,  were  lie  able  to  nicasurr 
It  accurately.  The  only  times  he  had 
rides  were  on  a  train  from  outside 
Menls  to  Roubalx.  and  In  a  .staff 
officor's  car  from  Just  outside  the 
town  in  Arras. 

Picking  up  his  narrative  from 
the  time  the  refugees  were  dls- 
ix'i-.sod  at  Menin.  Mr.  March  f!rs- 
cribed  how  he  acted  as  interpreter 
for  a  group  of  French  officers  and 
a  couple  of  English  Tommies  at  the 
frontier  there. 

neelng  Belgium  In  three  cars,  and 
accompanied  by  their  ladies,  the 
Frenchmen  were  requesting  assist- 
ance from  the  Tdniinirs  m  getting 
their  cars  through  tiie  mob  of  ref- 
ugees on  the  foad  leading  to  France. 
Finally  convincing  .vveral  British 
Orcnadiers  that  It  .should  be  done, 
the  party  advanced  into  the  neut- 
ral strip  between  the  two  countries. 

Thew»  they  found  that  the  regu- 
Iatl<ins  were  still  a.s  strict  a,s  they 
had  been  a  short  while  previously, 
and  the  officers  i»ere  compelled  to 
leavT  their  cars  and  their  ladles 
there,  unable  to  get  them  through 
the  lines. 

TRAIN  TRIP 

■On  having  Menin,"  continued 
Mr.  March.  "1  noticed  a  train  run- 
ning along  the  track  leading  Into 
town,  loaded  wlUi  more  refugees, 
none  of  whom  knew  where  they 
were  going  when  1  questioned  them. 

"However,  the  train  was  going  In 
the  general  direction  I  was  headed, 
for.  so  I  hopped  aboard.  f\fflher 
down  \he  line,  the  train  .stopped, 
and  the  passengers  forced  to  des- 
cend, still  outside  France.  Across 
the  yards  I  noticed  another  loco- 
motive taking  water  at  One  of  the 
pumpA. 

"Rnqtilrint  of  a  trataunan,  I  found 
that  thla  engine  was  tetaf  rtfkt 
Into  nanee.  to  Roubalx  I  showed 
him  aqr  passport  and  papers  prov- 
am  mj  BagUah  nationality,  and  he 
lined  «M  tato  the  banate  van.

you  may  be  assured  that  I  did  not 

hesitate  in  my  departure.  It  just 
goe.s  to  show  how  easily  panic 
comes.  Normally  I  would  not  <have 
paid  any  attention  to  the  sound  of 
human  voices. 

"I  reached  Calais  on  May  23  at 
4  a.m.  Although  I  had  seen  a. few 
instances  of  bombing  along  my 
route,  there  was  plenty  in  that  sea- 
port town. 

"The  quay  was  in  .shambles.  The 
office  buildings  fronting  the  harbor 
were  reduced  to  ruins.'  Time  after 
tujic  along  the  road  one  had  to 
make  wide  detours  around  the  bomb 
craters  in  the  cement.  And  standing 
on  what  once  had  been  the  side- 
walk, one  could  see  right  Into  the 
offices  of  the  buiMings,  the  fronts 
having  been  cut  away  as  by  a  gi- 
gantic knife,  exposing  the  interiors 
of  the  offices  and  rcKims. 

"At  Calais  I  encountered  some 
dlffteulty  in  obUlning  transporU- 
tlon  to  England.  No  one  was  al- 
lowed to  pass  the  barrier  to  the 
docks.  And  there  W!is  a  boat  jiist 
across  the  way  unloading  supplies 
before  returning  to  England.

"Apparently  i  was  traveling  under 
a  lucky  star,  for  after 'trying  un- 
.succcssfuUy  to  see  the  officer  in

•  I  requested  he  read  a  letter  from 
^he  Brussel's  ootuular  office  which

However,  I  insisted  that  he  read  the 
letter.  He  glanced  ovei'  it  and  then 
directed  me  to  the  English  ship 
I  sailed  that  day  and  was  in  Eng-  | 
land  at  5:30  pm 

"Securing  a  sandwich  at  -the  sta- 
tion, which  tasted  superb  afters  the 
dry  bread  of  the  past  week,  I  en- 
trained for  Epsom,  which  I  reached  j 
on  the  evening  of  May  24,  andj 
luinhiod  into  bed  after  a  hearty 
hital.   Ihe  first  sleep  in  eight  days! 

"There  was  some  difficulty  in 
ienviiig  England,  for  one  had  to  ob- 
tuin  a  perniiC  to  take  money  out,  a-s 
well  as  secure  a  permit  to  leave  the 
country.  Jhen,  too,  one  h^d  to  have 
a  permit  to  buy  a  steamer  ticket 
There  were  permits  and  red  tai^e 
evcrjwliere.  Alter  .some  trouble  1 
sailed  for  C>eaada  on  July  19  and 
arrived  In  Montreal  on  July  :iO.

Italian  War  Diminished, 
Says  Writer

Firvi.  the  Greeks  are  .showing  ttielt 
terth  and  are  supported  by  the 
Turk*  and  prObably  by  Ytig  ).slavia, 
whose  Albanian  population  is  fifty 
times  larger  than  that  of  Greece  and 
40  per  cent  larger  than  Albania's! 

Second,  that  Germany,,  is  not  co- 
operating with  Iialv  at  present  in 
this  matter,  at  lea.si  not  in  soiar.  as 
any  joint  axLs  move  ts  cdhcerhed. 

ThU  Is  clear  from  the  fact  that 
Germany  recently  Informed  both 
HutiKary  and  Rumania  that  they 
must  settle  their  dispute  and  settle 
it  quickly.  To  an  advised  obiterver 
the  Tran.sylvanlan  problem  .still  ap- 
pears inM)lublc.  but  that  Germany 
demands  its  aolutien  indicates  the 
Germans  do  not  now  contemplatr> 
any  acl^o  of  their  own  In  the  Bal- 
kans. ThLs  apparently  is  including 
YugoslsvU's  refusal  to  permit  lUl- 
lana  passage  Into  Greece  acrom  Yu- 
go.slav  territory  from  the  Albanian 
border  to  Monastlr,  which  is  com- 
paratively easy  for  a  large  force, 
whereas  the  iiltemative  passage 
south  of  Lake  Orchrida  would  force 
troops  to  traverse  the  most  dUBcult 
mountainous  terrain

In  short  it  seems  the  Germane  had 

no  objection  to  allowing  Italian.^  to 
try  to  bluff  the  (ireeks  if  they  could, 
but  do  not  intend  to  back  that  bluff, 
which  the  Greeks  have  called. 

My  personal  observation  In  Italy 
last  September  gave  inr  the  .strong 
Impression  that  the  Italian.s  were  in 
no  state,  to  conduct  a  major  war  be- 
cause they  weie  nver'Irrd  by  the 
war&  in  Aby.ssinia  and  Spain,  almo.st 
bankrupt  and  lacking  stocks  and  e«- 
,vpntlal  materials.  Airplane  and  other 
Indiwtrlal  production  had  decreased 
greatly  and  there  wa.s  no  warlike 
spirit  anywhere  except  amoiigst  a 
few  hot-headed  youngsters. 

The  world  knows  how  Italian  en- 
thusiasm for  war  was  whetted  by 
Premier  Mussolini's  eagerness  to 
share  the  spoils  of  whst  he  believed 
would  be  a  speedy  German  victory.

It  l>  true  that  the  I=Yench  Colonial 
.surrender  unexpectedly  removed 
from  Italy's  path  such  obstacles  as 
TunMa  and  French  SomalUand  with 
their  armies,  fleets  and  airplanes 
and  enabled  the  Italians  to  achieve 
their  "cokjssal  triumph"  in  British 
Somaliland.  But  the  "vast  booty

Hm 
thorp  been  any  f  u  n  d  a  m  e  n  t''a  1 
change  In  the  character  o(  the  German 
pf:Qpl«  alnee  the  close  of  tht  Great  War 
cf  1914  to  1918? 

It  miRht  be  an  easy  mat  t  or  to  dispose 
oX  llie  two  questions  with  a  binug  of  the 
shoulder  and  a  non-committal  "perhaps" 
and  then  go  on  to  discuss  only  that  phase 
ol  Ciermaii  policy  and  character  a.s  it 
pertained  to  the  years  between— that  Is 
the  period  from  191S  to  the  rise  of  Nazir 
km.  . 

If  we  go  back  to  1918  and  the  defeat  of 
the  German  army  in  the  field,  because  of 
the  collapse  of  morale  of  the  people  on  the 
i.ome  front,  we  immediately  suggest  a 
reason  for  the  new  outbreak— at  least  It 
niiRht  be  considered  a  reason— and  at 
uiice  base  the  finding  on  "revenge."  But  Is 
It  the  real  one?  It  Is  so  often  used  by 
historians  and  students  of  the  political, 
evolution  of  nations  that  it  has  become 
a  sort  of  foundation  upon  which  to  build 
a  .super. struct  are  to  fit  certain  set  Ideas, 
and  to  judge  the  policy  of  the  German 
Empire  and  the  character  of  the  "new 
generation"  of  Germans  on  that  bit  of. 
circumstantial  evidence.  There  is  much

The  Issue  at  stake  In  this  war,  as  It  was 
in  the  last.  Is  world  dominance,  not  of  a 
lew  countries,  or  even  a  continent.  That 
Is  becoming  more  evident.  How  near 
Hitler  came  to  realizing  the  ambitions  of 
the  German  people  is  a  matter  for  con- 
jecture, but  the  collapse  of  .France  is 
perhaps  the  best  illustration  of  the  power 
behind  the  ruthless  Reich.  The  pause 
between  the  death  of  France  and  large- 
scale  bombing  of  Britain  will  be  written 
Into  history-  as  the  break-down  point  of 
German  aKRre.s.slon.  The  Brlti.sh  Empire 
again  stands  as  the  barrier  against  the 
lulfilment  of  Germany's  aspirations. 

To  understand  the  Issue,  and  to  fully 
realize  how  deeply  the  desire .  for  world 
dominance  was  imbedded  In  the  souls  of 
•  the  German  people  requires  knowledge  of 
tiirlr  character  and  development.  In  a 
chapter  In  the  Canadian  Annual  Review  of 
1914  (Hopkins)  on  the  position  and  policy 
pf  the  German  Empire,  the  writer  says: 

"Prior  to  the  war  of  1866  with  Austria, 
the  Kingdom  of  Prussia  was  only  the 
second  of  Germanic  States  in  presUge  and 
power.  Its  population  was  about  equal  to 
that  of  the  other  kingdoms  and  countries 
which  now  eonstltuU  the  Empire.  The 
"  domlnan.i  power  was  Austria,  though  Its 
actual  German  population  was  much  less 
than  that  ol  Prussia. 

Bismarck's  Policy 
CC-nlSMARCKS   policy   and  Prussia's 
MJ  crysUllsing  belief  In  war  as  a  cor- 
rective of  all  Inociuahtir-s,  and  the  es- 
sential force  in  the  creation  of  national 
power,  proved  their  ineffectiveness  against 
Denmark  In  1864  and  took  from  her,  with- 
out  adequate  excuse,  the  provinces  of 
Bchleswlg-Holstein.  which  Included  the 
region  now  traversed  by  the  Kiel  ranal 
Then  followed  in  IRfifi  the  unprovoked  and 
deliberate  war  with  Austria  for  heiadshlp 
Of  the  Germanic  Confederation  of  States 
I  nd    Its   entire   success;  '  the   war  with 
France  in  1870  which  created  the  German 
Empire,  gave  it  1.000  millions  of  dollars 
war  indemnity  to  utilize  for  development, 
nnd  planted  It  In  Central  Europe  as  a 
great  power  with  a  new  and  clear  Unlace 
In  the  sun.  with  greater  ambitions  which 
were  not  concealed,  and  a  principle  of 
belief  in  war  which  gradually  became  a 
dominant  pa.sslon  in  the  German  mind 
nnd  changed  the  entire  character  of  the 
people." 

Bismarck's  ambition  of  a  Great  German 
Ft  ate  In  Europe  was  considerably  ex- 
panded by  Admiral  von  Tlrpltz.  Herr 
Demburg  and  .other  leaders  to  the  Ideal 
of  a  world  power  domii\atinK  the  seas 
through  a  great,  navy  and  building  up 
colonies  and  cdmmerce  by  a  "diplomacy" 
of  aggressive  acquisition.    The  industrial 
evoiuUon  of  the  nation  had  more  than 
kept  pace  with  the  expansion  of  the  army 
and  the  navy  and  every  encouraKement 
was  Riven  to  the  development  of  science 
and  research.    From  IBM  lo  18W  Ger- 
many acquired  no  fewer  than  twelve  ex 
ternal  pos.sesslon.s  with  an  aggregate  area 
of  1.027.820  square  miles  and  an  estimated 
population  of  some  15.000.000  people.  The 
nation  took  \tn  place  among  the  leaders 
in  scientific  development.  Hitler  was  able 
to  take  over  that  deyetoimient.  not  for 
the  betterment  ol  the  pto^.  but  lor  their 
destruction.

the  logical  application  of  theory  to  prac- 
tice; environed  by  armed  force  with  a 
steadily  growing  conviction  that  might 
was  right,  that  strength  In  its  physical, 
mental  or  national  es.sence  was  the  great- 
est factor  in  development,  that  mind  was 
great  only  as  it  influenced  matter,  that 
power  was  the  end  of  Intellectual  great- 
ness and  national  evolution.  Certain 
writers  were  conspicuous  in  this  process 
and  their  Influence  was  fundamental.

Literature  on  war,  as  a  necessity  and 
an  element  in  national  greatness,  became 
the  general  theme  of  study.  General  Carl 
von  C•lau^r'^vllz,  w.n.s  ihe  founder  of  the* 
school  and.  after  lus  death,  the  work  was 
cfirried  on  by  equally  able  propAgandlsU. 
A  lew  citations  from  .some  of  the  writers 
will  Indicate  the  Intellectual  process  which 
changed  the  character  of  the  German 
people  and  made  the  war  of  1914-1918 
possible  and  then  InevlUble.  In  the  light 
of  this  new  war  the  last  great  conflict 
might  be  termed  an  interlude,  or  a 
temporary  pa\ise  In  the  general  scheme, 
as  visioned  by  intellectual  Germany  over 
a  period  of  a  great  many  years  Hitler 
had  not  chanped  the  policy.  He  simply 
changed  the  technique  from  internation- 
ally-accepted ideas  of  diplomacy  to  one 
of  brute  force  and  treachery. 
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Von  CbHtcwitx 

GENERAL  von  ClausewlU.  in  his  work 
"On  War"  said: 
"War  is  an  act  of  violence  intended  to 
compel  our  opponents  to  fulfil  our  will. 
Violence  arms  itself  with  the  inventions 
of  art  and  science  In  order  to  contend 
against  violence.  Self-imposed,  restric- 
tions, almost  imperceptible  and  hardly 
worth  mentioning,  termed  usages  of  Inter- 
national law,  accompany  It.  without  es- 
.sentlally  Impairing  Its  power. 

•The  first  and  most  important  maxim 
w|e,.can  set  before  us  tin  war)  is  to  employ 
all  iiie  forces  which  we  can  make  avail- 
able with  the  utmost  enercy.  The  .second 
principle  Is  to  concentrate  our  force  as 
much  as  possible  at  the  point  where  the 
decisive  blows  are  to  be  struck.  The  third 
principle  is:  not  to  lose  time.  Lastly,  the 
fourth  principle  is  to  follow  up  the  suc- 
cess we  gain  with  the  most  rapidity." 
Hitler  seems  to  have  followed  those  prin- 
ciples. ' 

Public  Morality 

^HOFESSOR  von  Treltschlte  In  •'Die 

Politik"  wrote: 
'Thus  we  find  It  necessary  to  distin- 
guish between  public  and  private  morality. 
The  States  hiphest  law  is  '!  i'  of  .self- 
assertion;  that  Is  for  It  the  absolute 
morality.  Therefore  one  must  assert  that 
of  all  the  political  sins  the  most  contempt- 
ible is  weakness;  It  Is  the  sin  against  the 
Holy  Ghost  of  politics. 

"It  follows  further  from  the  nature  of 
the  State  nnd  Rovereifen  Power  that  U.  can 
recognize  no  arbiter  above  Itself  and  that, 
moreover,  constitutional  obligations  must 
be  subject  in  the  last  resort  to  Its  Juris- 
dictions." Fallen  France  knows  that. 

"The  State  is  Justified  .in  making  con- 
quests wherever  Its  own  advantage  seems 
to  require  additional  territory. '  Hitler 
"seemed"  to  require  a  lot  of  territory.

people  and  to  humanity."  Hitler's  Slogan, 
"guns  iii.stcad  of  butteB." 

Field  Marshal  Baroa"  Von  der  Oolts  in 
"A  Nation  at  Anas": 

"There  are  false  apo.stk-^s  who  condemn 
war  as  in  itself  reprehensible.  A  universal 
peace  In  which  wolf  «0d  lamb  dwell 
togetht  r  in  unity  is  provei[  possible,  by  a 
multitude  of  misleading  and  seductive- 
arguments."  Chamberlain  witit  to  Munich. 

General  P.  A.  J.  Von  Bemtvdl  in  "Ger- 
many and  the  Next  War,"  is  rAlore  specific 
concerning  the  aspirations  of  t^^ie  German 
Empire:  "If  we  wish  further  Ho  compete, 
with  them  (other  powers i,  a  policy  which 
our  population  and  our  civilization  bo^h. 
entitle  and  compel  us  to  adopt  'we  must 
not  hold  back  in  the  hard  struggle  for  the 
Sovereignty  of  the  World.  We  m)t  only 
require,  for  the  full  development  ct  our 
nation,  on  a  scale  corresponding  to  lUs 
intellectual  importance,  an  extt'nded  pol- 
itical basis,  but  we  are  compelled  to  ob<.aln 
space  for  our  increasing  population  «nd 
markets  for  our  industries  At  every  ."<ep 
we  take  in  this  direction  England  \«ill 
resolutely  oppose  us.  '  ' 

"In  one  way  or  another  we  must  .square 
our  account  with  France  If  we  wish  for  a.^ 
free  hand  lu  our  international  policy. 
This  is  the  first  and  foremost  condition  of 
a  .sound  German  policy,  and  since  the 
hoslllily  of  France,  once  for  all,  ca^inot 
be  removed  by  peaceful  overtures,  the 
matter  must  be  settled  by  force  of  arms. 
France  must  be  so  completely  crushed 
that  she  can  never  again  come  across  our 
path."  That  was  Germanv".  policy  before 
the  war  of  1914-1918.  France  is  today 
crushed,  but  not  completely 

Factor  in  Progress 

ND  General  Von  Bernardl  in  "Our 
Future— A  Word  of  Warning": 

"In  the  Interr.st  of  the  world's  civilization 
It  Is*  our  duly  to  enlarge  Germany's 
Colonial  Empire.  Thus  atone  can  we 
politically,  or  at  least  nationally,  unite  the 
Germans  throughout  the  world,  for  only 
then  will  recognize  that  German  civilisa- 
tion is  the  most  necessary  factor  of  human 
progre.ss. 

"War  Is  not  a  biological  necessity,  but 
under  certain  circumstances   a  moral 
necessity,  and  Is  an  Indl.spensahlo  instru- 
ment of  civilization.  We  can  secure  Ger- 
many's position  oh  the  continent  of  Eu- 
rope only  If  we  succeed  in'  smashing  the 
Triple  Entente,  In  humiliating  Prance,  and 
giving  her  that  position  to  which  .she  is 
entitled— «s  we  cannot  arrive  at  an  agrees 
ment  for  mutual  co-operation  with  her. 
We  can  enlarge  our  political  power  by 
Joining  «to  Germany  thoee  middle  Eu- 
ropean StaV      '   -h  are  at  present  Inde- 
pendent,  louning   a   Central  European 
Union,  which  should  be  concluded,  not 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  defence,  but 
which  should  have  the  purpose  of  defence 
'  and  offence,  for  promoting  the  Interests 
of  all  Its  members.  This  ohjert  ran.  In  all 
probability,  be  realised  only  after  a  vic- 
torious war,  which  establishes  lor  all  time 
^  confidence   In   Germany's   power,  and 
makes  It  lmpos.slble  for  Germany's  enemies 
to  oppose  our  alms  by  force.    We  can 
enlarge  our  Colonial  possessions  and 
acquire  a  sufficiency  of  colonlee  fit  lor  tht 
settlement  of  white  men. 

•«metly  as  Maaarck  clearly  recognised 
In  his  time,  that  the  healthy  development 
of  Prussia  and  of  Oermaiiy  was  possible 
only  after  a  final  settlement  between 
Austria  and  Pru.ssla,  every  m.preiudiced 
man  must  today  have  arrived  at  the  con- 
viction that  Ocrmanjr's  lurtber  dtralop- 


ment  as  a  World  Power  Is  possible  after,  a 
final  settlement  with  England." 

Hitler  has  followed  that  policy  to  the 
letter  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  task  of 
attempting  a  final  settlement  with  Eng- 
land 


He  has  reacTie^  the  last  phase  in 
his  aspirations  for  world  conquest.  World' 
power  or  downfall  was  his  cry.  He  has 
passed  the  peak  of  his  power  and  1?  now 
on  the  downprade.  England  does  not 
Intend  to  agree  to  any  compromise  and 
the  only  settlement  Germany  can  now 
get  will  be  on  England's  ^erms. 

Tlic  Former  Kaiser 

E 'VERY  speech  delivered  by  the  former 
'  Kaiser  had  some  reference  to  the 
Army  and  its  mighty  mission,  to  the  Navy 
and  its  coming  power.  In  1908  In  an  inter- 
view with  The  London  Telepgraph,  the 
German  Emperor  said:  "Patriotic  Ger- 
mans refuse  to  assign  any  bounds  to  their 
Icgiiimate  commercial  ambitions.  They 
expect  their  interests  tp  go  on  growing. 
Ttitj  must  be  able  to  champion  them 
manfully  in  any  quarter  of  the  globe. 
Oern;any  looks  ahead.  Her  horizons 
stretch  far  away.  Only  those  powers 
which  have  great  navies  will  be  li.stened 
to  with  respect  when  .the  future  of  the 
Pacific  comes  to  be  solved,  and,  If  for 
that  reason  only,  Germany  must  have  a 
"T)owerful  fleet  " 

The  leaping  sword  has  ever  been  pointed. 
No  one  ever  suggested  that  Germany  did 
not  require  a  great  army  for  the  protec- 
tion of  her  frontiers.  Defence  was  one 
thing,  but  defiance  of  other  nations  of 
the  world  was  quite  another.  The  change 
of  the  German  character  was  so  complete 
long  before  the  last  war  that  Maximllien 
Hardi  ii  able  to  write  In  Die  Zukempt: 
"We  do  not  stand  before  the  Judgment 
seat  of  Europe.  We  acknowledge  no  sUch , 
Jurisdiction.  Our  might  shall  create  a 
new  law  in  P^uroiie." 

World  conque.si  was  long  in  the  minds 
of  the  German  people  as  the  above  cita- 
tions clearly  show.    It  was  a  question  of 
the  proper  moment  to  strike.   The  Ger- 
man people  had  been  prepared  for  what 
w.xs  to  come.   They  were  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  Deutschland  Uber  Alles.

'averythinR  in  the  world'.  The  Berlin  Post, 
(ifflclal  organ  of  the  Pan-German  and 
MUjtarist  group,  openly  advised  an  im- 
mediate war    Here  Is  what  The  Post  said 
In   February,  1914;    "The  pretext  is  a 
maUer  of  Indifference  for  the  point  Is 
not  that,  but  6ur  whole  future,  which  Is 
at  st.\ke.  Are  we  really  to  wait  quietly  till 
Auslr.\ii  is  completely  shaken  to  pieces,  till 
Italy  must  bow  before  the  overwhelming 
Influen'Le  of  the'  sea  powers''    France  is 
not  reatV  ^  fight.  England  is  Involved  in 
internal  .jmd  colonial  difficulties.  Russia 
shrinks  f^om  war  because  she  fears  revo- 
lution. Shall  we  wait  till  our  opponents 
are  r^ady,  or  use  the  favorable  moment  to 
force  a  deo^ion^  "   Danzig  was  the  pretext 
as  Poland  was  the  victim  In  the  com-

phases  of  military  training,  discipline,  etc. 
In  active  service  Units  also  there  is  mus- 
ketry drill  and  qualitying  shooting  at  the 
miniature  and  outdoor  ranges. 

Men  are  allowed  out  each  night  within 
a  certain  radius  of  the  camp  until  about 
9  30,  while  late  pa.s.sr.s  are  given  at  lea.st 
once  a  week.  Special  leave  for  emergen- 
cies., bf  fourse,  is  always  easy  to  get  if  the 
circtunstances  warrant  it. 

Fatigue  Parties 

EACH  day  there  Is  a  duty  cinnpany. 
which  furnl.shes  all  the  fatigue  par- 
ties, for  every  man  mu.st  take  his  turn  of 
doing  the  daily  chores  that  keep  a  camp 
clean  and  insure  its  .safety  from  fire.  . 

And  millUry  campS  are  clean.  Clean- 
liness teaches  pond  habits,  and  good 
habits  around  camp  mean  good  soldiers. 
The  camp  of  the  Scottish,  for  instance, 
looked  to  our  not  unpractised  eye  scru- 
pulously clean. 

Beneath  the  rolled-up  tent  flaps  the 
grourtd  was  spotless,  blankets  were  nearly 
folded  and  kits  tidily  arranged.  Tents 
.seemed  much  less  crowded,  too,  than  did 
many  of  our  past  experience. 

Every  Wednesdav  and  Saturday  after- 
noon sport  holds  .sway  as  football,  base- 
ball, volleyball,  horseshoes,  swimming  and 
other  diversions  .^ee  .scores' of  ofTlcers  and 
men  takmg  part.  Inter-company  rivalry 
keen  and  the  games  are  hard  and 
spirit^-d. 

Sometimes  a  bonfire  concert  is  held  with 
soldiers  relaxed  after  a  day  on  parade, 
Joining  in  community  siiuung  as  they 
gather  round  the  flames.  .There  is  a  rec- 
reation hut  with  a  piano  for  the  talented 
to  make  me'rry  in. 

Canteen  Facilities 

CANTKEN  facili'ie...  are  available,  and  m 
the  well-stocked  hut.  the  profits  of 
which  are  used  to  buy  sports  equipment, 
etc  ,  the  men  can  buy  smokes,  soft  drinks, 
candles,  pics,  coffee  and  doughnuts  as  the 
mood  and  their  means  permit.  Twice  a 
month  coiiK  -  flU'  popular  parade  that 
gives  them  their  means— the  pay  parade. 

The  Salvation  Army  maintains  a  read- 
ing and  writing  niarciuic.  where  the  men 
can  get  pens  and  paper  to  write  home  to 
the  folks,  peruse  stacks  of  magazines  and 
books,  or  enjoy  recordlhgs  on  a  gramo- 
phone. 

Battalion  orderly  room  Is  held  each 
morning,  when  offenders  who  haVe  lieen 
.sent  up  to  the  hi;;her  court  from  their 
company  orderly  rooms  face  the  wise  and 
experienced  guide  who  is  their  command- 
inK  ofTlcer.'

ILLION8  of  people  drop  saccharin 
tablets  Into  their  tea  to  sweeten  it. 

but  few  know  anything  about  that  fa.scl- 
natlng  chemical.  The  scientist  calls  It 
orthobenzolc-sulphinade;  and  a  micros- 
copic amount  has  the  same  sweetening 
power  a.s  a  lump  of  suuar  Ro  sweet  Is 
saccharin  that  tablets  have  to  be  made 
large  enough  to  handle  by  nflxlng  with 
bulkier  harmless  .Mib  t;inees. 

Some  sixty  years  ago  two  chemists  m 
the  John  Hopkins.  U.8.A..  laboratory  were 

conducting  a  piece  of  dull  research.  Pahl- 
berg  and  Ira  Remsen  were  not  thinking 
Of  sugar,  but  one  evening  when  the  for- 
mer was  eating  his  supper  he  noticed  that 
his  bread  tasted  very  sweet.  Tracking 
down  the  sweetness,  he  found  that  It  had 
got  on  to  hi.s  bread  from  his  hands.  His 
supper  cooled  while  he  went  back  to  the 
laboratory  U)  test  every  chemical  and 
container  he  had  handled  that  day.  At 
last  he  found  fme  responsible  for  the 
a.stuni.shlng  sweetness. 

Careful  investigation  by  the  two  chem- 
Ist.s  5howed  how  the  sweft  .substance  had 
been  act  idcntaliy  .  prepared  and  the 
method  they  used  wm  substahtlally  the 

.-.iMic  .as  that  used  un  a  lar^''    r.ilr  torliiy. 
Perhaps  "large  scale"  is  an  exaggeration, 
for.  so  Sweet  is  this  subetancf  that  ibrtp* 
pounris  of  It  are  raftelent  to  make 

1,000,000  tablets. 

The  starting  point  of  saccharin  Is  coal 
tar.  but  the  prepaj-.^t ion  i.;  l'  iii.'»hy  and 
complicatf  fi.  Compared  with  the  raw 
material,  .•iaccharin  is  therefore  expen.slvc. 
But  the  small  amounts  required  make  It 
a  cheap  sweetening  agent.  Saccharin,  un- 
like sugar,  has  iio  food  value,  and  Is  us(d 
simply  for  flavoring.  In  peaee  time  It'ie 
used  almost  solely  by  dlabeMcs  an4  those 
on  drastic  slimming  diets. 

Some  counti^es  ban  the  importation  of 
saccharin  alt/igelher  and  otiiirs  charce  a 
.  very  high  duty.  In  Britain  the  tax  rises 
with  that  on  sugar  and  Is  now  fS  per 
pound.  The  loss  on  KUt,':ir  i,i>:  ;  fi  is 
made  up  Ti.'-  lnf;h  duty  and  .'.mail  bulk 
of  saccharin  liiaKe  it  attractive  Ut  smug- 
glers. Thousands  of  samples  are  analyzed 
every  year  and  hundreds  of  attempts  to 
smuggle  have  been  prevented  by  customs 
bfAcers  and  govecMlent  ehemiate.  ..

Western  America,  and  California  Is 
no  exception.  To  be  seen  on  foot 
marks  yjou  as  either  British  or  tramp, 
and  you  are  Ukely  to  be  looked  on  with 
either  sympathy  as  somewhat  simple- 
minded  or  suspicion  as  harboring  evil  in- 
tentions, in  the  coorse  of  a  recent  walk 
I  was  warned  by  a  woman  ryclist  emerging 
from  her  farm-gate  not  to  "go  cutting  the 
wire  fence.s."  and  half  an  hour  later  a 
young  lad  mounted  bareback  on  a  lenny 
Kiny  Razed  curiously  at  me  when  he  halted 
jue  midway  across  his  father's  pasture  ani" 
asked:  "Aln  t  you  got  anything  to  ride?" 
The  people  blame  the  weather  for  Its 
heat  and  the  roads  for  their  dust,  and  ae- 
aert  their  decided  preference  for  horse 
or  aiitomobilc.  But  the  truth  Is  few  are 
Interested  in  the  cuininon  things  of  the 
roadside  or  the  field*:  they  prefer  the 
■  pro.sperous  monotony  of  an  orchard  road 
taken  on  the  wing  to  the  hot  hillsides 
and  the  Jungles  of  the  canyons. 

My  cure  Ues  In  the  Santa  Clara  Valley, 
famous  fiT  its  prune  orchards.  In  the 
hazy  norlli  around  the  corner  is  San 
Francisco  Bay  East  and  west  ;ire  (jreat 
lanRCS  of  Rra.s.sy  hills  one  behind  another, 
resembling,  when  the  drought  of  Summer 
has  turned  them  tawny,  crouching  cou- 
gars. But  among  them  are  eharminp 
oases,  woods  of  oak  and  bay,  willow  and 
mkdrone.  maple  and  manzanlta,  with 
cool  springs.  Down  the  canyons  come 
little  .trickles  of  water  in  Summer  and 
Fall,  which  In  the  wet  season  rise  to 
grcat.np.s.s  as  they  gather  the  rain  from 
their  strep  sides  and  carry  It  down  their 
steep  and  ro(  ky  beds  to  the  valley  creeka 
below  till  they,  too.  all  swollen  and-  dis- 
colored, overflow  tlielr  banks  and  (lood.the 
parched  orchards  and  fields. 

A  Favorite  Walk 

MY  favorite  walk  lies  westward,  for  the 
hlUs  on  t>hat  side  He  closer  to  the  lit- 
tle town 'and  ris»'  more  .^trrply  Here  m 
Winter  the  Carn.ideio  effectively  bars  the 
pedestrian  except  at  a  point  further  down 
Where  a  frail  swinging  foot-bridRe  .«;ways 
ncro.i.s  the  .seethinK  waters.  From  mid- 
summer to  December,  at  leaat.  the  river- 
bed la  a  mere  expanse  of  gravel  and  boul- 
ders where  you  may  find  the  queer  horned 
toad  or  may  meet  a  jack-rabbit  returning 


with  great  leap!  from  a  raid  on  the  vlne- 
yardi.  Rugged  ayeamores  line  the  river's 

course,  their  leaves  even  In  their  brown 
and  wittiered  state  often  holding  their 
place  on  the  branchea  until  Spring  opens. 
When  that  event  comes,  all  Is  changed. 
Then  when  the  river  is  crossed  by  a  tem- 

*  Txmnr  bridge  uf  "boanH  the  wiy "im  paat" 
the  fresh  Rreen  of  the  vineyards  and  the 
paler  tint  of  the  ohve  g#bvet  through  low 
foothills.  Then  bursts  en  the  view  the 
glory  of  wild  flowers,  so  characteristic  of 
March,  April  and  May  In  California.  Even 
before  this  comes  tnt6  view  we  see  the 
wild  portulac.i  covering  the  oTrchard  soil 
with  Its  purplish-pink  flowers  so  tliat 
acres  of  pink  are  visible  from  every  hill- 
top. And  around  the  borders  of  the  cul- 
tivatfd  land  the  golden  poppy,  the  es- 
choltziu  of  our  gardens,  California's  state 
flower,  dazzles  the  eye  with  Its  vivid 
color,  the  rich  yellow  approachinp  scar- 
let in  its  shadowed  depths.  Far  off  In 
the  hollows  of  the  distant  hills,  miles  away, 

^  it  make.s  mas.ses  of  Rold,  so  that  the  Span- 
ish settlers  called  it  "copa  de  oro "  and 
Its  habitat  the  "land  of  fire."  In  the  hlU- 
side  pastures  crow  the  shofjtinR  stars, 
some  rosy  pink,  others  pure  white,  two 
different  species,  each  In  Its  own  company. 
Blue  and^  white  lupines  minRle  with  the 
grass,  spreading  up  the  lower  hills,  while 
the  meadowa  are  rich  In  taller  species. 
Later  on  the  tall  and  handsome  brodelaa 
will  be  seen  here  and  the  yellow  marlposa 
lily  with  its  maroon  blotches  on  the  petals, 
to  saynothniR  of  hundreds  of  briRhily- 
colored  smaller  flowers.  As  we  rise  higher 
out  of  the  valley  the  blue  nemophila  or 
baby-blue-eyes  Is  common  and  under  the 
shadow  of  a  great  live  oak  with  its 
prickly  foliage  grows  the  hound's- tongue 
with  its  azure  flowers.  A  shrub  covered 
uith  young  leaves,  green  and  pink,  at- 
tracts by  its  pretty  foliage,  but  It  is  the 
much-feired  pplson-oak.  To  those  who 
are  subject  to  its  poisonous  Influence 
many  a  lovt?ly  canyon  and  glen  Is  for- 
bidden ground  because  of  Us  presence. 
In  places  It  becomes  a  climber,  running 
twenty  or  thirty  feet  up  a  favorable  tree 
trunk. 

Up  a  pleasant  open  glade  you  sec  great 

clumps  of  wild  pansies,  "Johnny-jump- 
ups"  the  children  call  then),  and  the,  " 
homely  name  Is  expressive  of  their  love 
for  them.  1^'  the  morning  you  may  meet 
many  a  little  maid  coming  into  school 
from  the  country  with  a  great  nosegay 
of  file  large  yellow  and  purple  blossoms 
for  teacher  The  bay  trees  fill  the  air 
with  their  pungent  .ncent.  Once  I  tried 
smelling  the  cru.shed  ir.'.ves  and  suffered 
violent  pains  in  the  head  for  several  min- 
utes aft^'rwards  as  a  result  of  the  experl- 
nifiif . 

Under    the    hays    little    gipy  lizard.'; 
scurry    through    the    gra.';s    and  dead 


leaves.  In  a  shady  and  damp  comer 
along  one  of  the  mountain  streams  are 

dozens  of  what  the  children  call  "water- 
dogs, "  or  "mud-puppies."  Curious  crea- 
tures resembling  In  general  form  a  lizard 

but  sluggish  In  habit,  smooth -skinned, 
and  of  a  dark  red  color.  They  are,  I  be- 
lieve, a  species  of  salamander,  perfectly 
harmless  though  hardly  attractive  in  ap- 
pearance. Up  from  the  vallry  comes  Uie 
whi.sUing  of  gophers,  or  ground  squirrels, 
as  they  are  usually  called.  It  is  possible 
even  to  meet  a  coyote  among  these  hills. 

The  valley  birds  have  mostly  been  left 
behind.  Now  is  seen  the  California  wood- 
pecker with  its  .scarlet  cap,  flitting  high 
above  or  peering  at  the  visitor  around  the 
gnarled  trunk  of  an  old  oak.  A  shadow 
passes  across  the  grass  and  a  vulture  Is 
seen  soaring  above  the  tree-tops.  The 
shrill  cry  of  a  hawk  suggests  that  news  of 
the  Intruder  has  q)read.  From  a  flowering 
currant  bush  a  pair  of  doves  fly  quickly, 
and  with  a  disconcerting  "whirr"  a  bevy 
of  quail  rise  suddenly  and  as  suddenly 
disappear 

A  steep  climb  now  takes  the  rambler 
over  a  shoulder  where  the  soil  is  marked 

by  fragments,  large  and  .small,  of  red 
jasper,  showing  that  he  Is  on  an  outcrop 
of  the  Jurassic  rocks.  Conspicious  plants 
1  liiii;  tr  the  face  of  the  hill,  A  notable  one 
IS  the  sticky  mlmulus.  a  shrub  with  large 
pinkish -yellow  flowers,  and  another  Is  a 
lupine  with  silvery  foliage  and  flowers  of 
a  rich  blue.  Both  the.se  arc  abundant,  and 
as  a  rest  is  taken  after  the  stiff  climb  the 
broad  valley  and  the  distant  Sierrm  del 
Mnnte  Diablo  are  surveyed  through  vivid 
mn.'^sp.s  of  color.  Fifty  miles  of  valley  ex- 


tend before  the  eyt  to  the  right  and  left. 
Above  the  Diablo  range  rise  the  pictur- 
esque pinnacles  of  Cathedral  Peak  and 
Mount  Saatii  Anna  with  their  rich-grassed 
bases.  To  the  north  is  seen  Mount  Ham- 
ilton with  Lick  Ob.servatory  on  its  summit 
like  a  glittering  spark.  A  dozen  miles 
away,  near  the  village  of  San  Felipe,  the 
sunlight  glitters  on  the  watcr.s  of  ;i  marshy 
l.ikc.  the  only  one  In  all  this  great  valley. 
II  IS  a  favorite  abode  of  duck  and  blue 
heron  haunt  its  .shores  in  hundreds.  The 
lower  foothills  on  this  side  of  tlie  valley 
are  largely  covered  with  vineyards  and 
the  crossing  lines  of  the  vines  up  and 
down  and  over  the  rounded  slopes  .-md 
against .  the  warm  red  earth  looks  like 
the  delicate  hatching  of  an  old  engraving. 

A  Southern  Pacific  train  can  be  se<;n 
creeping  along  the  centre  of  the  valley  on 
Its  way  south  and  soon  It  disappears  where 
the  road  swings  to  the  coast  by  way  of 
the  Pajaro  River.  The  spectator  looks 
down  upon  the  valley  with  Its  orchards 
and  seed  farms,  its  market  gardens  ^nd 
grain  fields,  the  homes  of  the  fruit  growers 
almost  like  the  suburbs  of  a  city,  and  the 
towii  and  netf^bbring  villages. 

Some  Familiar  Friends 

AMONG  the  hills  the  rambler  from 
Vancouver  Island  comes  on  an  old 
friend  In  the  arbutus  or  as  the  Callfoml- 
ans  call  it,  the  niadrona,  and  the  reddish 
trunks  and  bright  green  leaves  are  a 
welcome  sight.  The  finest  ones  I  .law  were 
in  the  high  hills  of  the  Santa  Cruz 
Mountains  behind  Mount  Madonna  where 
Mrs  Robert  Loui.<;  Stevenson  had  a  Sum- 
mer home.   There  I  saw  the  trees  of 


large  slie  hung  MiW  the  trailing  stems  of 

a  purple  grape  which.  Introduced  many 
years  before  from  the  Eastern  States,  had 
run  wUd  tiU  it  looked  Uke  a  naUve.  Our 
trees  seemed  more  exotic  than  ever  In 
this  clinging  dress.  But  Bret  Harte.  inter- 
preter of  Califorbia's  early  days,  saw  in 
the  arbutus  something  decidedly  English, 
even  Robin  Hood  hlhiself: 

"Captain  of  the  western  wood, 
Thou  tiiat  apest  Robin  HOod! 
Where,  O  where  shall  he  begin 
Who  would  paint  thee,  harlequin? 
With  thy  waxen,  burnished  leaf, 
With  thy  branch's  red  reUef. 
With  thy  poly-tlnted  fruit, ' 
In  thy  Spring  or  Autumn  suit,— 
Thou  whose  charms  all  art^transeend?" 

Continuing  this  walk  one  day  further 
south,  I  came*on  a  broad-bottomed  canyon 
In  the  hills,  where  to  my  astonishment 
I  found  a  number  of  trees  of  the  broad" 
leaved  maple,  hardly  so  large  as  iome  of 
ours  around  the  south  end  of  Vancouver 
Lsland,  It  Is  true.  I  was  very  pleased  with 
the  find,  you  may  be  sure.  It  happened 
that  shortly  afterwards  a  neighbor  of  ours 
separated  only  by  a  fence,  a  lady  come 
long  years  before  from  Eastern  Canada, 
had  a  visit  from  her  brother,  a  farmer 
on  Lulu  Island,  and  a  day  or  two  after 
his  arrival  she  handed  me,  over  the  fence, 
two  Canadian  souvenlr.s,  a  number  of 
maple  leaves  and  a  roll  of  birch-bark, 
both  from  the  Eraser  Valley.  The  exten- 
sion to  us  of  this  little  share  of  the  l.tr.d 
above  49,  we  greatly  appreciated,  and 
I  have  some  of  the  bark  yet.  I  had  to 
tell  her,  however,  that  the  large-leaved 
maple  of  the  Canadian  West  from  which 
her  leaves  came.,  grew  within  an  hour's 
'  walk  of  our  houses. 

When  I  wrote  these  notes  originally  I 
had  no  Idea  that  a  species  of  manzanlta 
grew  on  our  Island  hills.  Had  X  'been . 
acquainted  with  it  I  .should  have  been 
even  more  iuMrcsted  In  the  Callfomlan 
one  par  excenence,  the  shrub  first  called 
"manzanlta"  or  little  apple  by  the  Span- 
ish mLssionarles.  As  It  was,  I  cotild  only 
compare  It  with  the  arbutus,  then  the 
largest  member  of  the  heath  family  I  had' 
seen.  Though  a  brighter  and  prettier 
shrub  than  ours,  it  resembles  it  in  general 
sufficiently  to  enable  recognition  of  one 
by  the  other.  I  found  it  one  of  the  plea- 
sures of  rambling  in  Santa  Clara  County 
that  flowers  and  trees  and  birds  are 
enouch  like  ours  to  make  a  Brltl.sh  Colum- 
bian ff^el  nf  home  among  them. 

The  Summit  of  the  Hills  . 

THE  oaks  of  California  belong  to  six- 
teen species  and  in  this  particular 
district  there  are  several.  In  the  valley 
we  find  the  live  oak  and  the  valley  oak, 
the  latter  with  very  long  acorns,  while 


In  the  hills  are  black  oak.  lifinyon  live 

oak,  and  occasionally  our  well-kjiow  Oarry 
oak.  On  the  summits  are  often  found 
almost  pure  thickets  of  scmo  oak 
through  which  it  Is  impossible  to 
force  a  way.  From  experience  I  know  that 
the  only  way  Is  to  emulate  the  snak* 
and  wriggle  along,  the  ground.  In  places 
the  scrub  oak  gives  way  to  mixed  chapar- 
ral in  which  are  a  number  of  handsome 
flowering  shrubs,  such  as  the  ceanothus, 
and  a  brush  with  rose-colored  pea-flowers, 
the  manzanite  already  referred  to.  and 
the  toyori,  Christmas  berry,  or  California 
holly,  a  member  of  the  rose  family  with 
toothed  evergreen  leaves  and  bright  scar- 
let berries. 

It  was  on  the  edge  of  the  ^hai)arral. 
when  following  an  old  Wagon-road  that 
1  came  on  that  curious  bird,  the  road- 
runner.  What  I  saw  was  a  creature  about 
two  feet  long  and  with  a  tall  that  con- 
stitutes about  half  this.  When  it  stops  the 
body  and  neck;  virtually  one,  form  one  side 
of  a  V  and  the  tall  the  other  When 
running— at  which  it  excels— neck  and 
tall  are  more  extended  than  in  a  pheasant. 
I  was  left  with  no  definite  impression  of 
the  color,  for  my  attention  was  on  the 
bird's  oddity  and  its  swift  rush  away  from 
me  along  the  road,  but  I  did  notice  the 
dark  crest.  The  road-runner  1.^  a  relation 
of  the  cuckoo,  and  It  has  been  described  as 
a  "cuckoo  compounded  of  a  chicken  and 
a  magpie."  When  I  described  It  to  a 
friend  his  answer  showed  me  how  much 
Californlans  appreciate  their  .share  in 
the  posse.s.slon  of  this  oddity  among  birds. 

Up  the  deeper  canyons  and  on  the  sea- 
V.  uri  side  s>L  the  rsyige  I  came  in  "niy 
walks  upon  the  redwood,  the  evergreen 
sequoia  of  the  coast.  The  contrast  be- 
tween green  foliage  and  warm  brown 
trunk,  and  the  lofty  height  to  which'  it 
rises  are  matched  in  interest  by  the  rings 
in  which  the  trees  grow.  My  troop  of  Boy 
Scouts  wtat  into  camp  in  one  of  the.se 
remarkable  circles  on  the  sunnnit  of 
Mount  Madonna.  The  circle  must  have 
been  thirty  or  forty  feet  across.  All  around 
It  stOiOd  the  great  trees  and  overhead 
their  tops  mide  a  canopy  through  which 
the  sun  could  not  pierce.'  On  one  side  the 
ground  fell  away  beneath  dense  chaparral 
down  the  seaward  slope  and  some  miles 
away  at  the  foot  we  saw  the  Bay  of 
Monterey  and  the  Pacific  rollers  running 
up  the  long  shore.  Here,  too,  we  saw 
.sweep  In  from  the  ocean  the  white  fog 
R.  L.  Stevenson  .so  graphically  describes  In 
his  "Silverado  Squatters,  '  where  he  de- 
.  votes  a  whole  chapter  to  "The  Sea  Fogs." 
It  is  well  worth  reading.  Of  those  sam« 
.sea  foR.s  we  get  a  small  share  here  In 
the  form  of  clouds  from  the  west  and 
they  do  much,  as  in  California,  to  moder- 
ate the  .severer  heat,  "the  salt  fog  pouring, 
overhead  with  its  tale  of  the  Pacific."

Ernest  Bevin— Labor  Minister 


A  Builder  of  Men 


I IKE  so  many  Labor  and  trade  union 
leaders  of  his  period  Ernest  Bevln 
sprang  from  the  soil.  He  was  bom 
in  Somerset  fifty-nine  year.s  ago.  It  was 
a  time  when  wages  were  low.  when  at 
early  ages  the  young  were  made  t/>  help 
earn  their  own  living.  Ernest  Bevin  was 
no  exception.  When  he  ^as  eleven  years 
old.  and  an  orphan,  hi  Started  'work  on 
a  Somerset  farm. 

Unskilled,  he  moved  from  Job  to  Job; 
from  page  Isoy  to  shop  assistant,  from 
tram  conductor  to  salesman.  Ail  the  time 
he  was  learning. 

The  Bristol  Socialist  Society  attracted 
hlih,  and  at  its  meetings  he  met  many  of 
the  best  thinkers  the  Labor  movement 
produced.  They  helped  to  shkpe  his  life. 

Trade  unionism  was  the  instrument  he 
chose,  and  part-time  work  with  the 
Carters'  section  of  the  old  Dockers'  Union 
gave  him  his  flrst  big  opportunity.  ^ 

Then,  in  1910.  the  late  Ka^  Orbeli 
urged  him  to  become  an  ofBclal  of  the 
Dockers'  Union  —  offering  a  Job  which 
could  be  guaranteed  for  only  three 
months    Bevln  accepted. 

A  year  later,  when  workmen  were  every- 
where in  revolt  at  low  wages,  he  led 
strike  ifter  strike— euecewfttUy.  He  was 

on  the  job. 

When  he  moved  Irom  Transport  House 
to  the  Ministry  of  Labor,  the .  Transport 
and  General  Workers'  Union  which  he 
founded  was  the  most  powerful  In  fhe 
world,  with  membership  approaching 
800,000  and  ftthds  of  £2.000,000. 

It  was  Ernest  Bevln'.n  answer  to  at- 
tempts at  exploitation  of  the  weak. 

The  buUdlhg  of  the  union  has  over- 
shadowed other  achlevement/i  as  out- 
standing. Bevln  was  among  those  whose 
work  brought  into  being  the  Whitley 
Councils. 

He  was  the  first  man  to  propose  a 
licensing  system  for  road  vehicles  in  the 
manner  now  incorporated  tn  the  Road 
Traffic  Act.  He  was  the  first  man  to 
prophesy— in  1918,  and  to  the  jeers  of 
the  banker*— that  deflation  wovM  imd 
the' country's  unemple)VMDt  flgvrii  Soar- 
ing to  2.000  000 

On  the  Macmiilan  Committee,  he  urged 
that  Mthta  iboald  letn  the  fOM  sltsid- 


ard  and  honestly  iace  the  consequences 

and  bluntly  declared  that  the  alternative 
financial  policy  b^lng  pursued  meant  in- 
evitable war. 

He  drafted  the  preliminary  constitution 

and  ba.sis  of  the  British  TU  C  as  It  Is  now. 

In  a  man  who  has  a  wider  knowledge 
of  British  Industry  than  possibly  any  other 
person  in  the  United  Kingdom,  a  nation 
Aghtlng  for  its  existence  has  vested  au- 
thority to  direct  the  wdrklng  Uves  of  every 
one  In  Britain.  And  Ernest  Bevln  will  not 
fail  it.— Illustrated  (London). 

Intellectual  Soldier 

GllNERAL  Sir  Alan  Francis  Brooke,  the 
new  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
British  Home  Forces,  has  Just  cele|}rated 
his  fifty-seventh  birthday.  He  Is  a  re- 
markable per.sonallty,  the  best  type  of 
intellectual  soldier,  and  thoroughly  ex- 
pertehced  in  mechanized  warfare.  As 
Commander  of  he  Second  Corps  of  the 
British  Expeditionary  Force,  he  ha.s  had 
first-hand  experience  of  German  blitz- 
krieg methods. 

During  the  past  ten  year.s  Sir  Alan  has 
filled  many  posts.  In  1029  he  was  Com- 
mandant of  the  School  of  Artillery  M 
Larkhiii.  Then  he  became  Army  Instruc- 
tor at  the  Imperial  Defence  College.  In 
1934  he  was  given  command  of  an  infantry 
brigade  In  the  Southern  Command,  and  a 
year  later  was  at  the  War  Office,  first  as 
Inspector  of  Royal  Artillery  and  then  as 
Director  of  Military  Training.  After  that 
he  wa.s  chief  of  the  newly-formed  mobile 
division  and  then  Commander  of  the  Antl- 
Alreraft  Corpc.  It  was  while  Chief  of  the 
Southern  Command  at  Salisbury  that  he 
was  appointed  Commander  of  the  Second 
Corps  of  the  BMT.  His  frequent  ehangse 

have  given  him  ^reat  knowledge  o-  every 
section  of  the  Service  and  also  an  un- 
rttmlled  knowledte  of  Army  penonalltles. 


There  Is  no  more  enviable  condition 
than  that  of  him  who  has  made  the 
pressure  of  advtree  thtngi  the  mmm  of 
a  deep  faith.  There  is  no  good  so  great 
as  that  which  the  soul  has  itself  wrought 
and  secured  through  Its  overeoodnc  tilth.

17^  OUR  military  tasks  confront  thl« 
country  in  its  present  situation:  (1»  • 
RfnplUnK  'or,  bftter  still,  ying) 
effective  invasion;  t2>  imposing  biuciiade 
on  the  enemy;  'S)  nlilnK  the  enemy's 
countrr-blorkade ;  <4i  ultimate^  taking 
tlie  ofTensive.  This  last .  poiuV  Is  com- 
monly understated  or  omitted;  Ita  neces- 
sity will  be  explained  when  we  reach  it. 

These  four  acts  are  neither  consecutive 
nor  Indissoluble.  The  first  three  might 
come  In^o  play  simultaneously  or  only  two 
ot  them  might.  Their  connection  is  not 
necessary  or  indissoluble  nthpr.  because 
(  lie  of  them,  invasion,  is  a  e  propo- 

sition from  the  rest,  while  tiic  ts;i>i  one,  the 
counter-ofTenslve.  takes  on  its  full  value 
rr.ly  when  all  tlic  othi  r  thieo  arc  account- 
ed for.  But  complete  failure  in.  ajiy  one 
of  these  acts  would  mean  defeat  according 
to  the  dcpree  of  that  failure.  wJille  faiiiiri' 
In  the  first,  the  repelling  of  the  effective 
inyaiion,  would  mean  defeat  of  "all  the 
rest.  Upon  the  rarryhip  out  of  the.se  arts, 
and  Mpecially  the  last,  the  counter-of- 
fensive, depends  the  surrlval  of  this  coun- 
try In  the  national  position  It  Jias  held  for 
generations. 

invaders'  Task 

1.— Repelling  efTective  invasion.  Only 

effective  liiva.sion  l.s  to  be  con.sidered,  i  e  , 
massive  invasion  on  a  scale  permitting  full 
and  permanent  occupation  and  compelling 
the  destruction  or  capitulation  of  the  de- 
fence. If  such  invasion  succeeds  it  suc- 
ceeds altogether.  No  partial  suecesa  Is 
pcssible,  that  is.  no  partial  succe.s.s  could 
be  of  final  S4>rvice  to  the  enemy,  because 
whatever  sufRcient  body  of  resistance  re- 
mained would  in  the  nature  of  things  be 
incrca.singly  reinforced  by  the  defence 
with  its  much  greater  resources  and 
v-orlcl-wide  connectinn.s  '.suppo.^ing,  of 
rour.sc,  that  communication  by  .sea  were 
not  interrupted'.  If  effective  Invasion  on 
a  larpp  scale  and  occupylnR  the  Invaded 
territory  fully  is  successful  nothing  could 
oust  it  or  destroy  it,  save  a  fully  equipped 
and  fully  organized  army  on  the  .same 
scale  at  least  %s  the  invader  s  own  forces. 

Now  the  conditions  of  efTective  invasion 
rn  such  a  .scale  are  .simple  and  known  to 
everybody:  they  mean  la)  the  establish- 
ment of  two  or  more  bridgeheads  and  (b) 
the  maintenance  of  permanent  communi- 
cations overseas  between  those  bridge- 
heads and  the  enemy's  source^  of  supply 
in  men  and  munltionment  from  the  Con- 
tinent. As  to  (ai,  it  is  by  no  means  an 
Impossible  task,  beginning  on  a  reduced 
scale  and  inrrea.sinti;  after  the  bridpeheads 
were  established.  More  than  one  bridge- ' 
head  and  preferrably,  widely  separated 
brldgehead.s  are  a  condition  of  .such  in- 
vasion,' because  an  isolated  bridgehead 
would  Invite  Immediate  and  overwhelm- 
ing naval  ahd  military  concentration 
against  its  small  beginnings.  Therefore 
feint  and  diversion  are  necessary  to  th< 
Invader. 

Problem  Never  Solved 

SUCH  bridgeheads,  we  say,  are  conceiv- 
able enough.  The  military  opposi- 
tion to  them  from  within  might  well  be  at 
first  ln.iufnrlent  and  the '  naval  threat 
against  them  from  without  would  at  first 
be  scattered,  awaiting  concentration.  It  is 
rather  the  .second  condition,  the  main- 
tenance of  permanent  communications  be- 
tween the  bridgeheads  and  Ujfi  Continent, 
which  presents  the  most  formidable  dlfft- 
cultie.s.  No  doubt  the  eiu  nu  li.is  built 
and  concentrated  transport  and  has  added 
also  by  new  building  to  his  striking  power 
at  sea.  No  doubt  alone  coniparatlvelv 
short  and  narrow  lanes  great  .superiority 
in  the  sir  might  guarantee  tran.sport 
temporarily. 

But  temporary  transport  would  be 
worthless.  Transport  would  have  to  be 
permanent  and  on  a  very  large  .scale  in- 
deed. This  Is  true  even  of  the  supplies 
required  for  the  personnel,  and  when  we 
add  to  this  the  vciy  great  difHeultle.s  of 
conveying  and  landing  the  heavy  material, 
tanks  and  artillery  and  munltionment. 
which  the  effort  would  require.  It  should 
be  manifest  that  the  establishment  of 
permanent  communications  by  the  enemy 
between  his  b.i.scs  and  his  InviiduiK  forrr.s 
would  present  a  problem  never  yet  solved 
and  perhaps  Insoluble. 

The  Kernel 

WHEN  we  consider  that  tK%  main  ob- 
stacle to  any  puch  actiun  i.s  .still  the 
fleet,  which  in  mere  numbers  remains 
overwhelmingly  superior  to  anything  the 
enemy  can  have  provided,  and  in  trained 
personnel  Is  still  more  strikingly  superior, 
the  full  nature  of  the  problem  will  be  ap- 
parent. In  marine  Runnory  alone  the  de- 
fence outclasses  the  offensive  by  sea,  and 
on  the  one  side  you  have  a  professional 
personnel  formed  by  years  nf  long  train- 
ing, on  the  other  a  short-service  conscript, 
personnel.  The  difference  is  not  to  bt 
neglected. 

The  maintenance  of  permanent  com- 
munications therefore  is  the  kernel  of  the 
Invasion  business  from  the  point  of  view 
of  the  enemy,  and  Ls  by  far  the  heaviest  of 
his  tasks,  perhaps  beyond  power  of  ac- 
eompUihment. 

It  may  be  argued  that  Invasion,  being 
now  po.siible  not  only  by  sea  but  by  air. 
such  arguments  as  these  are  obsolete.  That  , 
Is  Indeed  the  contention  of  .those  who,  on 
the  enemy  side,  have  been  most  hopeful 
of  tttccess.  But  the  use  of  the  air  for  in- 
vasion must  consider  the  excellence  of  the 
numerically  inferior  air  force  on  the  side 
of  the  defence.  This  superiority  in  qual- 
tiy  Is.  as  wA  have  constantly  pointed  out. 
Increasing.  Wherever  the  enemy  has 
hitherto  struck  with  full  success  he  has 
met  with  no  adequate  resistance  hi  this 
arm;  here  he  would  meet  with  high  re- 
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MeiusvieiDS  and  Reuiexus 
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Air  Blockade 

2  —Imposing  blockade.  Supposing  Inya- 
aion  on  sufficient  scale  be  not  attempted, 
the  defensive  would  rely  upon  tic  tradi- 
tional power  of  blockade  and  the  offensive 
(that  is  the  enemy  action  against  us)  upon 
(he  novel  experiment  of  counter-blockade. 
th»  closing  of  our  iK>rts  by  eneiny  actiou 
'ftom  the  air. 

Sltt  iDHBjr  bu  rightly  tuutad  upon  tbt 
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much  greater  difficulty  which  our  effort  at 
blockading  him  will  suffer  from  the  ex- 
tension of  the  approaches  to  be  watched. 
Until  lately  it  sufficed  to  watch  the  issues 
of  the  North  Sea  and  the  Channel.  It  Is 
nov;  necessary  to  consider  all  the  French 
Atiar  'c  coast  and,  of  course,  the  entries 
to  the  Mediterranean,  which  include  the 
entry  of  the  Red  Sea.  Nor  can  blockade 
be  Imposed,  even  with  a  wholly  superior 
naval  power,  on.  supplies  across  t^e  Near 
East  and  the  Black  Sea! 

On  all  the.se  accounts  the  enemy  has  af- 
firmed the  impossibility  of  the  old-fash- 
ioned blockade  against  him  being  estab- 
lished under  present  conditions.  It  is  to 
be  remarked  that  neutral  ppinlon,'  so  far 
as  it  can  be  gauged  by  the  neutral  press, 
hiclines  to  the  enemy's  thesis  here;  but 
only  experience  can  decide. 

3.— Raising  the  counter-blockade.  Can 
the  enemy  establish  a  counter-blockade 
and,  if  so,  could  the  defence  raise  it  when 
It  was  establjlshed  or  in  course  of  estab- 
lishment? , 

As  for  the  first  of  these  questions  the 
difficulties  in  the  enemy's  way  appear  on 
inspection  to  be  as  iormidable  here  as  ixi 
r.ny  other  department.  The  great  extent 
of  our  own  coastline  and  the  great  num- 
ber of  available  ports,  coupled  with  the 
obvious  fact  that  the  defence  po.-^se.s.ses 
interior  lines,  are  the  conditions  adverse 
to  a  counter-blockade  of  this  island  by  the 
enemy.  It  has  not  as  yet  been  really  at- 
tempted. The  main  arm  against  it  (whlcli 
is  defence  from  the  ahr)  works  at  the 
.short.e.st  possible  ranges  and  from  bases 
which  are,  like  every  other  fyrm  of  Is- 
land defence,  upon  interior  lines. 

Of  all  enemy  action  the  counter-block- 
ade would  seem  to  have  the  least  prospect 
of  Rucce.s.s.  It  Ls  something  of  which  one 
may  .say  that  its  full  actioi\  will  h.irdly 
be  credited  until  it  has  been  established 
by  experience.  Every  rational  argument  is 
against  it.  and  we  must  remember  that  the 
enemy  will  .'i].so  have  to  con.sider  the  hos- 
tility towards  such  action  which  he  would 
have  to  meet  from  the  chief  neutral  power. . 

The  Final  Decision 

4  Counter-offen.sive.  The  fourth  point 
we  have  called  the  most  es.sential.  It  is 
the  point  of  an  ultimate  counter-offensive. 

n^ralnst  the  enemy. 

In  all  human  conflict  there  can  be  but 
two  forms  of  conclu.sive  action.  One  is 
the  ofrensivc,  carrif^d  on  from  .'tart  to  fin- 
ish till  a  decision  is  reached;  the  other  is 
the  defensive,  and  the  defensive  can  have 
only  nne  objcrt,  which  i.s  the  gaining  of 
time  in  which  to  develop  the  opportunities 
for  an  offensive  later  on.  A  permanent' 
defensive  in  Inconceivable  as  a  rnethod. 
It  is  a  contradiction  in  terms.  The  mpst 
powerful  defensive 'system  in  history' (of 
which  perhaps  the  crus;'.ding  Svrian 
castles  were  for  their  period  the  best  ex- 
amples) have  never  served  for  defence 
only  but  alway.s  for  ultimate  counter-of- 
fen.sive.  Lacking  the  success  of  tins  last, 
a  defensive  system  has  always  failed  and 
mu.st  fail.  Now,  what  are  the  opportuni- 
ties for  the  coynter-ofTenslve  on  our  side 
in  the  present  struggle?  The  moral  fac- 
tors are  numerous,  the  chief  among  them 
being  the  general  opinion  of  the  civilized 
world  and  the  growing  reaction  of  those 
whom  the  enemy  has  oppressed,  occupTr-d. 
and  mas.sncrcd.  But  neglecting  this  im- 
jiMU'ii  r:ible,  which  cannot  be  measured  or 
decisively  discussed,  there  Is  one  major 
opportunity  for  counter-offensive  from  our 
side.  That  opportunity  not  only  remain.s 
intact  so  long  as  invasion  is  repelled  bnt, 
continually  increases  in  value.  It  is  the 
use  of  the  air  arm. 

Tlie  knowledge  of  this  make.'^  Uie  enemy 
subject  to  the  conditions  of  a  compara- 
tively short  war.  He  may,  for  purposes  of 
ruse,  talk  oflirrwi.se,  but  he  knows  well 
enough  that  unle.s.s  he  can  occupy  the  base 
from  which  he  will  be  attacked,  which baSa 
is  this  island,  the  ultimate  increasing  su- 
periority of  the  air  aim,  not  only  in  qual- 
ity but  in  quantity,  will  involve  a  decision 
against  him.     ^  ' 
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Finns  Pool  Resources 


THOUGH  London  dressmaking  firmn 
will  have  no  Fall  and  Winter  models 
from  Paris  to  show  their  client.s,  many  of 
the  more  exclusive  British  firms  are 
meeting  war  dlfTlcultles  by  pooling  their 
resources.  Three  well-known  houses  have 
amalgamated  with  a  Orosvenor  Street 
firm,  for  instance  A  number  of  the  .small 
houses  have  had  to  go  out  of  business, 
however. 

Th'e  loss  of  Paris  models  Will  not  affect 
British  chic  as  it  might  have  done  some 
years  ago.  For  some  time  past  many  Im- 
portant London  firms  have  designed  their 
own  models,  and  in  a  way.  they  say,  the 
present  position  will  .stimulate  the  British 
dress  trade.  As  the  amount  of  novelty 
fabrics  and  de.slgns  will  be  .strictly  limited, 
designers  will  have  to  rely  only  on  style 
and  line  for  success. 

As  reg.-irds  RrltiMi  models  for  America, 
steps  are  being  taken  to  organize  a  collee- 
tidn  of  these  to  show  to  buyers  represftit- 
ing  Ainericaii  firms  in  London.

How  Will  the  Nucleus  of  Opposition  Show  Itself?

THE  three  "Constitutional  Laws"  is- 
.sued  by  Mar.vhal  Prtnin  in  his  ca- 
pacity as  Head  of  the  French 
State"  repay  61oser  examination  than  has 
hitherto  been  piven  to  them- in  thl.s  comi- 
Lry— especially  when  they  are  viewed  In 
the  light  of  the  constitutional  legislation 
Which  has  been  swept  away. 

HavmK,  thrniiph  the."^e  text.s.  brouRht 
the  P'rench  Republic  to  an  end,  ij,  now 
seems  as  though  the  Marshal  has  not  been 
able  to  decide  exactly  what  to  put  in  its 
place.  ' 

I  may  recall,  perhap.s,  the  frame  of 
mind  of  Loul.s  XVIII,  who.'  in  a  Royal 
Ordinance  of  July  17.  181f?,  wrote. 

"We,  Louis,  by  the  grace  of  God  King 
of  France  and  Navarre  i  .  .  are  too  fully 
convinced  of  the  evils  which  In.'^tabllity 
in  the  laws  can  cause  in  a  State  to  dream 
of  a  general  revision  of  the  Codes  .  .  . 
but  we  reserve  the  right  to  put  forward 
.special  laws  in  order  to  amend  what 
iiccd.s  reform. 

"Though  such  reforms  can  only  be  the 
work  of  time  and  the  fruit  of  long  medi- 
tation it  is  essential  to  abolish  at  once 
those  expressions  and  formulas  which  are 
not  in  liarmony  with  the  principles  of  our 
government  and  which  bring  baclc  to 
mind  times  and  circumstances  of  which 
we  wish  to>efrace  the  very  recollection." 

End  of  Republic 

WHAT  a  Khig  of  France  and  Navarre 
thought  it  advi.sable  Id  leave  to  time 
and  long  meditation  has  now  been  at- 
tempted by  a  stroke  of  the  pen  by  an 
Mn'-rii\<.nrd  tiiMiigh  Imperious  successor: 
■  We  Pliilippe  Petain,  Marshal  of  France, 
hereby  dut  iare  that  a.s.sume  the  func- 
tions of  Head  of  the  French  State,"  .  .  . 
and  the  three  decrees  whicli  follow  com- 
pletely change,  in  a  negative  sense,  the 
wh(He  legal  basis  of  the  State. 

•'Con.stltutlonal  Law  No.  1,"  of  which  I 
have  just  quoted  the  preamble,  contains 
only  one  provision,  namely:  "In  conse- 
■quencc.  Art.  2  of  t.iio  Cun.stitutlon  of  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1875,  is  abrogated. ' 

On  referring  to  the  text  of  this  the 
meaning  of  the  amendment  becomes 
clear,  for  Article  2  reads:  "The  President 
of  the  Republic  is  elected  ...  by  the  Sen- 
at.»'  and  Chamber,  incctiiiK  a.s  a  National 
Assembly,  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  . .  ." 

Thus,  there  is  no  longer  a  Pr^ldent  of 
the  Republic,  nor  even  a  Republic— only 
a  '  State"  without  Kin^;  or  President.  Law 
No.  I  means  that  Mar.slial  Petain  has 
usurped  the  position  of  Head  of  this 
Stat-e.  Reference  to  the  French  Con.sti- 
tution  shows  this  to  be  illegal  for  three 
reasons: 

First,  bocau.vc  Article  2  of  the  Law  of 
August  14,  1884,  provides  that  "the  Re- 
publican form  of  Oovemment  cannot  be 
made  the  subject  of  any  proposal  lor  its 

revision." 

Secondly,  because  a  special  law,  known 
as  the  -Loi  Treveneuc,"  of  Febniary,  1873, 
provides  that: 

If  the  National  Assembly  is  .  .  .  pre- 
vented from  meeting,  the  Councils  Gen- 
eral shall  ns.semblp  at  once  In  the  chief 
town  of  each  department ...  or  elsewhere 
if  their  habitual  meeting  place  does  not 
in  their  Judgment  offer  sufHcicnt  guar* 
antee  for  free  deUberation." 

Xt  Is  interesting  to  note  how  closely  the 
conditions  which  then  prevailed  'have 
recurred,  for  the  Viscount  de  Treveneuc,

ni  introducing  this  law,  recalled  the 
spontaneous  meeting  of  several  of  the 
Councils  General  after  the  Franco-Prus- 
sian war,  "when  France,  of  whom  they 
were  at  that  time  the  only  legal  repre- 
sentatives, refused  to  hand  over  to  the 
Government  of  Tours  '  Bordeaux 

either  her  money  or  her  ciuidren."  Hls- 

■  tory  has  repeated  Itself,  down  to  the  very 
towns  in  which  the  Government  took  , 
refuge  from  the  German  invader! 

Thirdly,  Petains  Law  No.  I  is  illegal 
because  a  number  of  senators  and  depu- 
lir.s  probably  about  300  were  forcibly 
detained  at  Casablanca  on  board  a  ship 
In  which  they  had  embarked  in  the  belief 
that  the  Oovemmeni  was  withdritwing  to 
Africa. 

Whilst  the  law  was  thus  broken  three 
times  the  outward  form  of  a  majority 
vote  was  retained  at  the  meeting  of  the 
National  Assembly  held  in  secret  on  July 
10.  Here,  again,  however,  the  Govern- 
ment has  broken  the  law  by  refu.slng  to 
publish  tiie  proceedings  of  the  sitting  of 
the  two  Chambers.  Revelations  on  this 
subject  will  doubtless  be  forthmminc  a.s 
soon  as  representatives  of  the  minority 
•  are  in  a  {wisition  to  speak  openly.  More- 
over, the  resohitinn  It.seif  provided  for 
"ratification  by  the  nation,"  which  has 
not' taken  place. 

On  Italian  Model 

IN  Constitutional  Law  No.  2  the  Marshal 
arrogates  to  himself  "full  governmental 
powers"  and  the  right  to  nominate  and 
dismiss  Ministers,  "who  are  tesponslble 
.solely  to  him."  Hitliertn,  they  were  re- 
sponjiible  to  the  Senate  and  Chamber. 
This  is,  of  course,  a  further  illegality.  The 
Senate  and  chamber  are  al.so  to  dlsap- . 
pear.  They  will  be  replaced  by  the  Head- 
of-the-State-in-Councll  "until  new  As- 
semblies are  created."  Here,  however,  by 
way  of  afterthought.  Constitutional  Law, 
No.  3  provides  that  "a  Senate  and  a 
Chamber"  (not  "the,"  but  "a")  "shall  re- 
main In  existence  untU  the  Assemblies, 
are  constituted."  '  < 

This  law.  which  is  dated  one  day  later 
than  the  earlier  one,  then  confuses  the 
situation  by  adding  that  the  Senate  and 
Chamber  are  adjourned  sine  die  arid  can 
only  meet  when  convoked  by  the  Head  of 
the  State.  Finally,  to  set  this  little  mat- 
ter right,  the  law  reqtiiring  the  legislative  , 
bodies  to  meet  at  fixed  intervals  is  re- 
pealed. 

What  It  all  means  ha.<i  been  partially 
revealed  by  a  semi-official  hint  to  the 
press  that  the  "new  Assemblies"  are  to 
be  on  the  lines  of  the  Italian  "Corpora- 
tions." It  is  worth  while  bearinff  in  mind 
that  It  took  Mu.s.solinl  thirteen  years  to 
get  these  cumbersome  bodies  into;^orlc- 
hig  order— if,  indeed,  they  qiay  be  said 
to  work  even  now,  for  their  function  i.s 
extremely  difficult  to  understand,  and 
they  are  not  in  any  way  either  re|»re- 
sehtatlve  or  legislative.  ' 

From  Vichy  to  Paris? 

MY  prediction  is  that  the  Vichy  Gov- 
ernment will  stagger  about  for  some 
time  (it  may  stagger  as  far  as  Paris)  and 
then  fall.  It  did  not  stay  long  at  Cler- 
mont-Ferrand, an  Industrial  town  whieh 
may  be  compared  approximately  with 

■  Coventry,  for  it  was  feared  that  the 
workers  would  find  some  way  of  demon - 
stratltig  against  it.  There  iue  other  in- 
dustilRotowns  in  the  neighborhood— Le 
Creusot  and  Saint  Etienne  among  them-' 
about  which  the  same  might  be  said.  In 
considering  a  move  to  Paris,  where  Ger- 
man protection  would  be  available,  thest 
factors  will  play  their  part. 

It  is  probably  reasooabla  to  assuma 
that  Hitler  will  leave  the  Marshal  more 
or  less  alone — or,  more  exactly,  that  he 
will  both  support  and  attack  him  to  an 


The  beginning.s  of  this  policy  can  al- 
ready be  seen.  That  section  of  the  Pans 
press  which,  under  German  inspiration, 
i<  anuling  for  the  .suiiport  nf  the  working 
class,  puurs  irony  on  the  "reactionaries  of 
Vichy,"  whilst  at  the  same  time  Germany 
1.^  tlinun'it  1(1  be  prei)aring  to  resume 
some  kind  of  regular  diplomatic  relations 
with  them. 

Real  Nazi  Menace 

EVEN  now,  however,  the  Vichy  Govern- 
ment seems  to  have  no  inkling  of  the 
kind  of  peace  which  Is  likely  to  be  In  the 
German  mind.  On  the  very  day  when 
M.  Baudouin,  the  Foreign  Minister,  .spoke 
openly  of  "our  conquerors,"  M.  Alibert, 
Minister  of  Justice,  who  is  also  the 
draughtsman  of  the  new  "Constitution," 
was  officially  "placed  in  charge  of  the 
affairs  of  Alsace  and  Lorraine  —as  though 
those  two  provinces  would  ever  again 
como  under  French  Cdnfrnl  if  the  German 
victory  were  confirmed.  Whether  the 
Germans  will  be  insulted  or  merely 
amused  at  this  ha.s  yet  to  be- seen.  For 
the  moment  tliqy  are  playing  for  time 
and  trying  to  divert  French  attention 
from  the  fate  being  prepared  for  France. 

Neutral  reports  from  Paris  agree  that 
(.he  occupation  is  acting,  the  part  of  a 
stern  but  kindly  master,  human  and  hu- 
mane when  off  duty  but  not  to  be  trifled 
with.  This  has  been  helped  by  the  way 
in  which  the  British  actl6n  against  the 
French  navy  is  being  exploited. 

The  man  in  the  street  blames  the  Brit- 
ish for  going  on  with  Uie  war.  But  this 
Is  a  transient  and  superficial  phase.  Ger- 
man attempts  to  curry  favor  are  always 
clumsy,  and  will  be  heavily  discounted. 
When  it  is  seen  that  foodstuffs  at'e  being 
removed  and  when  the  strength  of  the 
British  resistance  is  fulty  understood,  we 
may  confidently  expect  a  strengthening 
of  the  latent  spirit  of  sympathy  with  what 
was  until  so  lately,  and  will  be  again,  our 
common  cause.  Obviously  there  is  already 
a  nucleus  of  opposition,  for  otherwise  it 
would  not  have  been  neces.sary  to  Impo.se 
a  heavy  sentence  on  a  Lille  editor  merely 
for  i^blishing  the  armistice  terms  a  day 
or  .so  too  soon. 

The  political  parties  which  would  nor- 
mally offer  some  expression  of  public 
opinion  have,  of  course,  been  forbidden, 
Implicitly  in  the  non-occupied  area  by 
Marshal  Petaln's  new  laws,  and  explicitly 
In  the  rest  of  France  by  the  Nazi  regu- 
lations forblddhig  public  gatherings. 

In  Coming  Af^onths 

WE  may  expect  to  sec  a  further 
Counter-measure  in  the  formation  of 
some  kind  of  National-Socialist  party 
masquerading  In  French  guise.  Here, 
again,  the  Germans  are  moving  slowly, 
for  thielr  main  immediate  concern  is  the 
attack  on  Britain;  politics,  for  them,  can 
wait. 

The  coming  month  or  so  may  well.  I 
believe,  .see  the  beginnlng.s  of  a  new  trend 
-  that  of  some  of  the  soundest  elements 
in  French  life  Who.  despairing  of  politics, 
had  left  them  to  those  whom  they  con- 
sidered less  sound,  to  rome  out  of  their 
retirement  and  work  in  a  practical  way 
for  the  good  of  their  country. 

They  will  be  all  the  more  encouraged 
when  they  see  how  devoid  Hitler  is  of 
political'  wisdom,  administrative  ability, 
knowledge  of  French  tradition  and  faith 
in  human  nature.  The  Frenchman  is 
neither  docile  snough.  Uke  the  Nasl8.  .nor 
cjmlcal  r  :w>u^h,  like  the  Fascists,  to  accept 
In  silent  humiliation  the  political  role  as- 
signed to  hhn.  Hrmay  be  partially  sup- 
pressed, hi  which  case  the  new  poHtlcal 
trend  will  not  at  first  find  full  expre.s.^inn. 
But  that  is  ail.  and  partial  suppression 
does  not  matter  to  the  long  run.  'Com*

Ill  th-^  th(  y  arc  ^;i<  utly  a.s.si.  tcd  by  Dr. 
William  Newton  and  his  staff  of  scientisi.i 
at  the  Dominion  Experimental  Station  at 
Saanlchton.  In  addition  to  periodical  in- 
spections of  Island  bulb  fields,  this  station 
maintains  plots  In  which  experiments  are 
macle  lis  to  varifty,  quality  and  rotation  - 
lor  a  rotation  mu.sl  tat-  worlied  out  on  every 
farm  devoted  to  bulb  growing,  only  thus 
»  an  tlu!  vanou.s  plant  and  .soil  duseascs  be 
((Unbailed  econotniially.  Local  growei.s, 
too.  consult  the  farm  as  to  the  variety  .s 
b.'.s'l  .suited  to  the  niarictt  and  to  tiieir 
particular  soil.  In  this  work,  W.  H.  Rob- 
ertson, Provincial  Hortlculturallst,  and  his 
staff,  have  compiled  valuable  rerord.s,  and 
are  collaborating  with  Dr.  Newton  in  every 
way  possible. 

There  are  at  lea.st  two  bulb  marketing 
organizations  on  the  Island,  the  Vancou- 
ver Island  Bulb  Growers'  Association  and 
tlie  Saanifh  Bulb  Growcr.s'  As.sociation; 
but  so  far  these  have  confined  their  ef- 
forts to  the  puifpose  for  which  they  were 
formed,  leavinc:  thr  educational  work  to 
the  Government  deparUnents.  Several 
growers  in  Gordon  Head  leave  their  mar- 
ket'ng  problems  to  K  G.  Padden,  who  ar- 
ra/igcs  c  iilMd  .shipments  to  the  East. 

Founding  a  New  Industry 

BULB  growing  luus  bi  en  carried  on  in 
Saanich  for  the  past  thirty  years, 
but  it  wfis  not  until  1929  that  the  Provin- 
cial Agricultural  Department  took  a  cen- 
kus  of  the  indu.sfry.  They  found  that  at 
that  time  sixty-.seven  acrf'.s  were  being 
planted  to  bulbs  on  Vancouver  Island. 
Last  year  another  census  was  taken,  and 
It  was  found  that  by  1939  the  acrea^'e  had 
been  increased  to  130  acres.  These  figures 
ihow  that  the  increase  on  the  Island  is 
appreciably  gifatrr  in  thr  pa.st  tm  year.s, 
than  the  increase  on  the  British  Columbia 
mainland.  This  is  accounted  for  largely 
by  the  perfect  weather  condition.s  for  ma- 
turing the  higher  grade  bulbs  on  tiie 
lower  part  of  the  Island,  where  most  of 
the  bulbs  are  grown. 

According  to  the  census  there  are 
n)nety-two  bulb  growers  on  the'  Island. 
But  most  of  these  are  compai  ativi  ly  .small 
producers.  At  Sidney  the  Wooldrldge 
Nurseries,  one  of  the  largest  prdducers, 
ore  situated,  and  thoy  .specialize  in  the 
jghg  Alfred  daffodil.  In  the  Cowichan 
District  there  are  several  farms  that  pro- 
duce fair  quantities  of  narcl.s.su.s.  tulip, 
daffodil,  hyacinth  and  the  Summer  buib.s. 
dahlia  and  gladiolus.  One.  of  the  larger 
bulb  faim.s  ju.st  out  of  Victoria  is  that  of 
J.  W.  Howroyd.  Mr.  Howroyd  is  a  born 
gardener,  and  loves  his  work.  In  his  Spare 
time  he  loolc.s  after  the  intere.sl.s  of  Ward 
Three,  as  councillor  on  the  Saanich  Muni- 
cipal Board. 

Situated  on  the  corner  of  Richmond 
Road  and  Cedar  Hill  Crossroad,  at  tlie 
foot  of  Mount  Tolmle,  lies  a  field  of  ten 
odd  acres  that  for  years  has  attracted  at- 
tention as  a  beauty  spot  In  Springtime. 
This  year  Mr.  Howroyd  planted  two  acres 
to  the  rare  •Tre.s.servQ'  daffodil.s;  these 
are  bi-coloied,  and  ollen  measure  live 
Inches  *cro8s  the  bloom.  But  his  chief 
(  top  i.s  Iri.s.  He  had  eit;ht  and  a  half  acre.? 
ol  beautiful  Wedgwood"  iris  tills  year, 
and  has  a  fine  crop  of  bulbs  from  both. 
In  May,  every  e\enin^,^  dozens  of  cars  of 
tourists  and  Victorians  line  up  along  the 
north  fence,  to  watch  the  sheen  of  the 
rvrning  .sunli^;ht  as  it  is  reflected  from 
the  Wedgwood  blue. 

Some  fresh  flowers  are  cut  for  sale  in 
the  Spring,  but  Mr.  Howroyd  finds  that 
to  produce  the  best  bulbs,  the  flowers 
must  mature  naturally  on  the  plant;  "top- 
,  sized  "  plants  reduce  the  size  of  the  bulb. 
Mr.  Howroyd  has  purchased  twenty  acres 
farther  out  on  Shclboume  Street  and  ex- 
prct.s  to  double  his  irl.s  acreage  next  year. 
He  considers  the  soil  m  tliis  section,  a 
heavy  loam  mixed  with  clay,  peculiarly 
adapted  to  the  production  of  high-grade 
iris  bulbar  A  sandy  loam  Is  more  suited 
to  daffo4U  farmhig. 

Bulbs  are  graded  10-9-8-7-6-5  centi- 
metres; the  larger  the  bulb,  the  more  val- 
uable to  the  "forcing  "  houses  in  the  East. 
Forcinir  is  accomplished  under  glass,  by 
supplying  extra  light  to  the  plant. 

Cultivation  of  Iris 

THIS  is  the  time  of  year  that  the  land 
is  prepared  for  planting.  Great  cart 
BMHt  be  taken  tn  keep  the  fields  free  from 
weeds.  Daffodils  and  Iris  are  planted  In 
October,  and  by  Dcetmbtr  the  fields  shcuw 
green.  Only  once  in  Mr.  Hnwrnyd's  ex- 
perience in  Victoria  have  the  plants  been 
nipped  by  the  froft,  and  then  no  Mrtoua 
damage  resulted.  Cultivation  Is  com- 
menced m  the  Fall  If  the  weeds  appear, 
and  la  eontlnued  In  th«  Sprlni,  at  which 
time  the  weak  plant.i  are  also  rnpued  out 
Bv  keeping  the  fields  clean  of  weeds  the 

tMllr  mtMk  and 


moi^iuire  Ui  co{:^crv&d  by  mulching  at  the  . 
same  i\me.  Mr.  Howroyd  uses  very  littla 

artificial  watering.  He  says  on  an  average 
year  the  rainfall  at  Victoria  In  April  and 
May  is  Just  sufficient  for  iris  and  daffodil 
bulb  production. 

Daffodil  bulbs  are  lifted  In  July,  iris,  In 
August.  Each  row  Is  plowed  out  by  'th« 
tractor,  and  the  bulbs  are  gathered  by 
hand,  and  placed  In  trays  for  curing. 
Care  must  be  taken  at  this  .stage  that 
Just  the  right  amount  of  sun  reaches  the 
bulb.-;;  too  much  t^eiuls  to  scald  them. 

Mr.  Howroyd  and  his  son,  Joe,  have 
devised  an  Ingenious  machine  for  grading 
fiir  bulbs  All  tiie  gears  were  taken  from 
T-inodel  l-'ords,  and  two  small  electric 
motors  supply  the  power.  A  gang  of  four 
men  is  required  to  handle,  and  like  magic 
the  rough  trays  of  bulbs  are  sorted  into 
boxes  of  bulbs  ranging  imm  live  to  ten 
centimetres  in  diameter.  Two  men  keep 
tlie  hopper  box  full,  one  feeds  the  bulbs 
on  to  the  carrying  apron,  and  the  chaff 
and  dust  Is  fanned  out  as  the  bulbs  drop 
onto  the  grader.  This  consists  of  two 
steel  shaft.,  about  ten  feet  long  and  one 
and  one  half  inches  In  diameter;  they  are 
geared  to  turn  in  different  directions, 
away  from  the  bulbs,  to  prevent  bruising 
them.  At  the  feeding  end  these  shafts 
are  five  centimetres  apart,  and  at  the 
dtlier  end.  dmpped  about  a  foot,  they  are 
ten  centimetres  apOTt.  ""The  bUlbS  pnr= 
gre.ss  down  the  Incline  of  the  grader,  and 
drop  into  boxes  according  to  their  size. 
The  machine  is  a  great  labor  saver,  and 
is  much  more  exact  thaif  hand  grading. 

Mr.  Howroyd  is  shipping  a  carload  of 
choice  bulbs  to  Toronto  in  the  near  future. 
The  balance  of  his  crop,  amounting  to  ' 
.several  carloads,  will  be  sold  on  the  Prai- 
ries. The  larger  the  bulbs,  the  earlier  they  , 
can  be  "forced." 

Gordon  Head  Producers 

Two  of  the  largest  producers  m  Gordon 
Head  are  G.  A.  Vantreight  and  W.  T. 
Edwards.  They  arc  close  neighbors,  and 
produce  narcissus,  tulip  and  gladiolus  bulbs 
principally.  Mr.  Vantreight's  fatm.  over- 
lookini;  the  waterfront,  is  .situated  on 
Tyndall  Road,  and  is  one  of  the  show 
places  of  the  district.  The  commodious 
house  of  cream  stucco,  is  surrounded  by 
beautiful  grounds  which  in  ,turn  are 
bounded  by  a  huge  stone  wall  built  from 
granite  secured  on  the  farm  Mr.  Van- 
treight has  been  growing  bulbs  for  the 
past  thirty  years.  He  had  eight  acres 
this  ye.ir,  and  shipped  a  l(jt  of  blooms 
to  the  Prairies  last  Spring.  When  we  vis- 
ited his  farm,  a  ganig  of  girls  and  boys 
were  sorting  bulbs  for  market. 

Crui)ving  bulbs  for  the  Canadian  and 
American  market,  in  British  Columbia  is' 
an  industry  that  is  still  in  lt.s  infancy. 
The  large  Eastern  buyers  have  bought 
their  stocks  from  Holland  for  so  long  that 
the  Holland  standard  Is  looked  upon  as 
perfection— and  not  without  reason,  for 
Holland  gardeners  have  attained  a  very 
high  degree  of  efficiency  in  their  long 
years  of  study  and  practice.    And  yet, 
right  here  ui  Victoria,  we  have  climatic 
and  soli  conditions  that  can  produce  as 
good  or  better  bulbs  for  Canadian  use  as 
the  world-famous    Dutch  varieties.  In 
fact,  the  forcing  greenhouses  of  the  last 
favor  the  Vancouver  Island  bulbs,  berau.se 
tl  cy  force  earlier  than  Uie  Dutch  buib.s. 
And.  of  course,  the  paramount  argument 
in  favni   (if  the  Canadian  bulbs  is  that 
prompt,  safe  delivery  is  assured,  whereas 
there  is  an  increasing  probability  that  Im- 
portations  will    be   delivered  more  and 
more  irregularly.  So  we  have  the  advau- 
tage.-?  of  perfect  climate,  ideal  soil  and 
prompt  deliveries  In  the  production  of 
bulbs,  and  the  winning  of   the  North 
American  market.  All  that  Is  needed  now 
is  an  Intelligent,  informed  body  of  growers 
to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  pioneers 
In  the  hidustry.  wlio  have  proved  that 
bulb  growing  is  one  of  the  great  future 
sources  of  wealth  In  this  part  of  Canad.i. 

Every  farmer  In  Saanich  realizes  tliat 
his  land  is  not  yielding  the  financial  In- 
come it  once  did.  the  old  order  has  got 
to  change.  The  Board  of  Trade,  the 
council,  the  various  Co-operatives,  the 
Agricultural  Society,  the  F.armers"  Insti- 
tute all  are  devoting  a  deal  of  time  and 
study  to  the  problem.  Here  Is  a  way  by 
which  any  progressive  farmer  can  double 
the  Income  of  his  farm,  and  we  under- 
stand there  is  going  to  be  a  great  short- 
age of  bulbs  oh  the  American  market  for 
the  next  few  years. 

Making  New  Lawns 

LATK  August  or  early  September  is  the 
best  time  to  sow  seed  for  the  new 
lawn.  Preliminary  preparation,  however, 
calls  for  proper  fertilizing  of  the  soil,  es- 
pecially the  biiilding  up  of  the  phosphate 
supply.  This  mineral  substance  stimulates 
root  growth,  thus  permitting  the  plants 
to  establish  themselves  strongly  before 
Winter  sets  In. 

As  soon  as  the  area  is  probably  leveled, 
or  If  possible  a  week  t.o  ten  d.iys  before 
seeding,  a  complete  high  phosphate  fer- 
tiliser, such  as  or  a>19-6,  should  be 
applied  at.  the  rate  of  twenty  to  fwrnty- 
flve  punds  per  1,000  square  fee(  (10  feet 
by  100  feet)  tad  weU  mixed  with  tht 
upper  two  and  a  half  inehee  of  loU. ,

Success  With  Delphiniums 
From  Midsummer  Sowings 


BKCAU.'^E  of  their  blue  beauty  del- 
ptthilums  are  universal  garden  fa- 
vorites.' All  who  contemplate  a  gar- 
den or  a  border  or  "ju.st  a  few  flowers  for 
cutting"  place  these  flowers  of  euchant- 
,  Ing  blue  spires  near  the  top  of  the  order 
list,  writes  Helen  Van  Pelt  Wll.son  in  The 
New  York  Times.  But.  except  In  certain 
well-defined  sections  of  the  country,  the 
handsomer  varieties  of  delphlnlym  are 
far  from  easy  to  grow  and  only  too  likely 
to  bring  disappointment  to  .  the  inex- 
perienced amateur  unless  at  the  autset  he 
l5  aware  of  their  possibilities  ai.'d  limita- 
tions. If  he  does  not  expect  them  to  be 
among  his  permanent  perennials,  and  If 
he  is  willing  to  gain  his  experience  with 
the  less  exacting  varieties,  then  he  can 
reasonably  anticipate  his  dealings  with 
delphiniums  to  be  pleasant. 

The  so-called  perennial  delphinium  has 
everything  to  recommend  ii  except  cli- 
matic endurance.  Grown  in  a  Pacific 
Coast  garden,  it  does  well,  since  the  torrid 
heat  of  Summer  Is  mitigated  by  cool  eve- 
nings and  the  humidity  of  the  seaeoast* 
Under  thc.se  conditions  giant  hybrid  dcl- 
pliinninv,  such  as  the  F^nulish  grow,  arc 
Irequently  attained  with  little  trouble. 
The  inexperienced  gardener  can  get' a 
,  lot  of  pleasure  without  much  trouble  from 
the  three  to  four-foot  hybrids  of  improved 
D.  belladonna  and  beilamosum.  and  from 
that  constant  blii,^ii);i:u  specie^  so  very 
nice  for  mid-border  planting.  D.  chinense. 

Sowings  of  these  three  made  now  will 
produce  fine  first  crops  next  Summer  be- 
tween the  blooming  times  of  tiie  older, 
established  plants.  Thus  entiiu.^ia.sUs  who 
want  constant  delphinium  bloom  make  It 
a  practice  to  suijplement  Sprinu  sownu'S 
with  these  to  midsummer,  trom  their 
April  outdoor  aowlngs  of  D.  chinense, 
Bloom  develops  in  four  months,  with  an 
allowance  of  live  months  for  the^  two  hy- 
brids. These  three,  then,  are  dependable 
mid.-ummcr  and  September  crops,  when 
other  true  blues  In  the  garden  are  not  so 
plentiful. 

Experimenting  With  Hybrids 

WHETHER  he  lives  in  a  favored  del- 
jihlnium  .section  or  not.  every  ex- 
perienced gardener  Inevitably  tries  his 
hand  some  time  at  the  handsomest  of  the 
hybrids.  Sowin^.s  are  made  either  this 
month  or  In  April,  preferably  In  a  cold 
frame,  arid  the  finest  seed  of  the  Vetterle 
and  Relnelt  strain,  known  as  Giant  Paciiic 
Hybrids,  seems  to  be  the  best,  either  In 
mixtures  from  which  every  seedling  pro- 
duces some  lovely  white  to  puipie  cohir- 
Ing,  or  in  named  varieties  like  Galahad. 
Black  Knight,  Launcelot,  Summer  Skies, 
etc.  Pink  delphiniums  are  now  a  further 
challenge,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  even  fine 
strains  in  this  color  will  ever  be  as  popu- 
lar as  the  characteristic  blues  for  which 
delphiniums  have  lonK  been  prized. 

The  best  site  for  delphiniums  is  well- 
drained  soli  in  full  sun,  with  plenty  of 
room  allowed  each  row.  Thus  the  plar.t.s 
thrive  better  in  a  cutting  garden  or  In  a 
separate,  eighteen-lnch-wlde  bed  behind 
the  border,  when  they  are  wanted  for 
background,  than  they  do  when  crowded 
for  effect  among  other  plants.  Boll  matt 
be  deeply  prepared  to  eighteen  inches  on 
a  well-drained  slope,  and  tn  twenty-four 
In  a  flat  place  where  adequate  drainage 
in  questlonlible.  In  these  deeper  beds  the 
extra  six  Inches  In  the  bottom  of  the  bed 
is  filled  in  with  coarse  gravel,  stones,  or 
broken  brtck,  to  allow  an  unpacked  area 
through  whlbh  exceai  moiitare  readily 
pours  off. 

\^  Rarely  wlU  unimproTed  "averaie  gar- 
\de&  htmr  ptMluet  gooa  molta.  It  is 


better  if  this,  after-being  dug.  Is  liberally 
mixed  with  quantities  of  well-rotted  (two- 
year-old  or  overt  horse,  cow  or  poultry 
manure,  abput  one  part  for  every  live  or 
MX  parts  of  soil.  As  a  bu.shel  equals  iap- 
proxlmately  one  and  a  half  cubic  feet, 
th(n  a  bed  two  by  five  feet  and  eighte<yi 
Inches  deep  would  equal  fifteen  cubic,  feet 
of  soli,  and  for  this  a  bu.shel  of  manure 
would  be  adequate.  Furthermore,  where 
soil  Is  a  heavy,  sticky  clay,  builder  s  coar.se 
sand  or  the  coarser  part  of  coal  ashes 
mot  the  fine,  sifted  stuff,  which,  when 
added  to  clay  and  moistened,  produces 
"cement")  is  also  added  at  the  rate  of 
one  pail  of  sand  or  a  half  pall  of  ashes  tor 
every  six  plants. 

An  alkaline  condition  as  well  as  a  rich, 
friable  soli  must  be  provided,  since  the 
d(  Iphinuim  tribe  is  decidedly  llme-lovlng. 
Where  the  soil  tests  pH  7  or  neutral,  pul- 
verized limestone  (rather  than  the  quick 
nitrogen-releasing  hydraied  limei  is  added 
at  the  rate  of  lllty  pounds  per  hundred 
square  feet.  Wood  ashes  are  Included  to 
whatever  extent  they  are  available,  and 
also  a,  sweetenhig  of  bone  meal,  four 
ounces  per  cubic  foot.  All  these  materials 
— manure,  limestone,  wood  ashes  and  bone 
meal— are  Incorporated  to  the  full  elgh- 
teen-inch  roots,  and  deep  rooting  Is  en- 
couraged as  an  asset  against  drought.  . 

Keep  Laying  Hens  Busy 

ALLOW  the  intensively  kept  layers  to 
get  bored  with  life  and  trouble  is 
bound  to  ensue.  Their  rate  of  production 
will  certainly  decrease. 

But  birds  without  an  interest  in  life  are 

liable  to  contract  all  kinds  of  bad  habits 
—feather  picking,  egg  eating  and  the  hke. 
Those  birds  of  youta  are  kept  to  lay  eggs 
—not  to  Indulge  in  vices. 

How  are  you  going  to  keep  them  in-, 
terestcd  in  life? 

It  is  only  a  matter  of  uislhg  your  com- 
mon .sen.se  and  givmu  them  something 
which  they  dq  not  get  in  the  ordinary 
way. 

if  the  birds  are  kept  in  strict  confine- 
ment, give  them  a  heap  of  earth,  a  box  of 
mixed  ashes  or  a  box  of  line  gravel  now 
and  again,  ringing  the  changes  on  the 
three  so  that  the/e  Is  always,  a  variation. 

The  dally  green  food  you  give  them 
should  be  changed  from  day  to  day.  if 
you  can  avoid  it  never  supply  the  same 
sort  two  days  running.  And  you  can  ar- 
range variety  In  the  way  you  give  the 
greenfood,  chopping  it  and  feedthg  In 
troughs  one  day,  hanumg  up  whole  cab- 
bages another  day  or  supplying,  by  rack. 

They  will  enjoy  freshly-turned  soil.  Dig 
up  a  bit  of  the  run  f where  it  is  growing 
worn)  or  put  down  a  heap  of  damp  earth 
occasionally. 


Make  Soil  Tests  After 
Crops  Are  Removed 

^iiORTLY  after  the  crop  has  been  re- 
3  moved  is  the  most  suitable  time  to 
tSkc  soil  samples.  Bacterial  life  and 
chemical  activity  in  the  soil  are  stiU  at 
tluir  best,  just  as  they  were  when  the 
growing  crop  was  making  its  greatest 
demands  on  the  plant  food,  says  G.  R. 
Snyder,  soil  chemist.  Soil  samples  taken 
at  this,  time  sliow  the  fertility  condition 
oT'the  soil  during  the  growing  season, 
and  the  test  will  indicate  which  lii;k  or 
Imks  in  the  fertility  chain— organic  mat- 
ter, lime,  nitrogen,  phosphate,  potash, 
calcium,  sulphur,  magnesium,  etc.  — are 
being  depleted  most  rapidly. 

Crops  lodge  easily,  mature  late  and  un- 
evenly when  the  nitrogen  .supply  Is  out 
of  balance  with  the  mineral  plant  foods. 
^'ew  seedlings  of  grass  and  clover  fail 
when  the  soil  is  strongly  acid  In  reaction 
or  except ior.ally  low  in  phnsphate  and 
potasli.  Potatoes  scab  budly  in  soils  high 
in  lime.  Pastures  and  meadows  thin  out 
and  become  weedy  when  there  is  a  lack 
of  lime,  organic  matter  or  mineral  food. 
Livestock  develop  mineral  deficiency  dis- 
eases when  the  feed  they  consume  if 
low  in  pho-sphorus  and  calcium. 
.  A  soil  test  gives  llie  farmer  definite 
Information  concerning  the  .lime  supply 
and  state  of  fertility  of  his  fields,  tliu.s 
permitting  him  to  adjust  the  nianurial 
and  fertility  practices  according  to  the 
crop  requirements. 

Sampling  Procedure 

THE  procedure  for  sampling  fields 
depends  somewhat  oti  the  problem 
being  studied.  If  the  field  Is  fairly  uni- 
form, all  that  is  necessary  Is  to  take  a 
small  shovelfull  of  .soil  to  plough  depth 
from  eight  to  ten  different  places,  mix 
them  thoroughly  and  send  In  a  cupful  or 
half  pint  of  the  mi.xed  .soil.  With  rolling 
land,  the  high  land  should  be  sampled 
6t  parately  from  the  low.  In  the  case  of 
problem  areas,  a  sample  representative 
of  the  poor  spots  and  another  of  the 
productive  areas  nearby  should  be  pro- 
cured. 

Information  concerning  previous  crop- 
ping practices,  condition  of  crops,  and 
crops  to  be  grown  for  the  next  two  or 
three  years  should  be  provided  in  a  cov- 
ering letter. 

Samples  submitted  to  the  soil  testing 
*  laboratory  in  the  Fall  can  be  given  a  more 
thorough  check-up  than  Is  possible  during 
the  rush  period  of  Spring,  and  the  sender 
Is  sure  of  receiving  the  report  in  time  to 
make  u.se  of  it  in  planning  next  year's 
cropping  programme. 


How  to  Handle  Rabbits 

To  Avoid  Injury  or 
Any  Discomfort 

much  handling  of  the  stock  is  neces-  , 
»^  sary  in  ^rabbit -keeping,  and  so  often 
Is  this  wrongly  done,  to  the  di&couUuit 
of  rabbit  and  attendant,  that  Instructioi^' 
In  this  a.spect  of  management  is  an  im- 
portant part  ol  every  novice  rabbit-keep- 
er's  "education." 

It  Is  common  to  sie  rabbits  picked  up 
by  the  ears,  held  at  arm  s  length  and  * 
carried  some  dlsta.nce.  This  is  not  only 
painful -to  the  , animal,  but  If  practiced 
with  a  heavy  one  may  lead  to  one  or  botii 
ears  being  broken  at  the  root. 

Equally  wrong  .}s  to  carry  a  rabbit  by  ' 

the  .scruff  of  the  neck,  for  it  is  certain 
to  struggle  and  hurt  itself,  especially  if 
the  rabbit  should  be  a  doe  in  kindle.  Then 
again,  carrying  with  the  hand  across  the 
small  oi  tlie  back,  gnppuig  the  loins  while, 
the  head  hangs  downwards,  is  liable  to 
injure  the  Internal  organs  or  bruise  the 
body  badly. 

The  right  way  Is  much  mure  simple 
than  any  of  these  to  carry  out,  and  It 

absolutely  avoids  any  harmful  results. 

Hold  the  rabbit's  ears,  close  to  the  roots, 
with  your  right  hand,  the  palm  of  which 
Should  be  directly  over  its  face,  and  place 
your  left  hand  under  the  rabbit,  so  that 
lUs  belly  rests  on  tlie  palm  and  your 
fingers  are  grasping  the  loose  skin  of  the 
flank  in  front  of  the  thigh. 

Then  lift,  letting  the  left  hand  take  the 
_j&iihiL&  WKigiil,  uuUI  iL&  LlliuI  yu.A^  icaL- 
on  your  chest 

Takes  Rabbit's  Weight 

NEXT,  supporting  the  rabbit  with  your 
left  hand,  let  go  its  ears  and  place 

your  right  hand  beneath  Its  hindquart- 
ers, bringing  your  left  hand  from  under 
its  belly  to  take  the  ears.  In  thi.s  position 
the  right  hand  takes  the  rabbit's  weight, 
and  the  left  hand,  round  the  ears  and 
head,  serves  to  steady  it  and  keep  Its 
front  feet  ni:ainst  your  chest. 

A  rabbit  may  be  taken  out  of  its  liutch 
and  carried  any  distance  in  this  way.  It 

will  be  quite  comfortable,  there  is  no  risk 
of  injury,  and  the  rabbit  will  not  struggle. 
Moreover,  it  i.s  under  complete  control  and 
cannot  poislbly  bite  or  scratch. 

The  Instinctive  di.slike  of  all  rabbit,s  to 
being  handled  can  be  overcome  to  a  great 
extent  by  breaking  youngsters  in  to  hand- 
ling  from  the  time  they  ir.i.i  i!  <  nest. 
The  best  way  to  pick  up  a  baby  rabbit 
is  by  putting  your  hand  over  its  back;  but 
you  must  make  sure  to  avoid  any  squeea* 
Ing,  which  may  ea.sily  cause  fatal  Injury. 

It  Is  best  at  first,  in  fact,  not  to  pick 
up  at  all,  but  merely  to  put  your  hand 
among  the  babies.  Wlien  first  you  do  this 
the  litter  will  scatter  In  all  directions, 
but  If  you  make  a  point  of  doing  it  be- 
fore every  feed  for  a  few  days  the  babies 
will  become  used  to  the  human  scent  and 
will  gain  confidence.  ' 

They  are  sure  to  struggle  when  first 

.  picked  up,  however,  .so  it  is  best  tr)  keep 
your  hand  well  inside  the  hutch  to  avoid 
risk  of  dropping  a  baby  on  the  floor. 


Longer  Celery  Stems 

IF  your, celery  is  growing  bushy,  gather 
the  stems  together,  and  enclose  them 
in  an  encircling  raffla  tie  fixed  Jnst  be- 
neath the  bottom  leaflets.  In  addition,' 
give  eac^  plant  two  pints  of  a  solution 
prepared JlNT  dissolving  half  ounce  of 
nitrate  of  .noda  In  a  gallon  of  water.  Your 
celery  stems  will  then  quickly  draw  up 
and  be  ready  for  their  first  earthing. 

It  Is  sometimes  beUeved  that  when  egg 
pTodttetlon  ceases  during  the  moult  that 
the  food  .supply  can  be  redui^ed  Thi.s  \% 
not  advisable  for  the  foods  required  for 
growing  feathers  are  little  leas  than  thoee 


Goslings  Should  Graze 

GOSLINGS  are  good  grazers  If  only  they 
can  be  persuaded  to  leave  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  buildings  in  the  morning:  a 
thing  that  .  Is  sometimes  a  Uttle  dlfBcult 

to  do. 

But  if  they,  can  be  made  to  graze,  they 
must  be,  because  the  reiultant  saving  in 
food  will  be  worth  while. 

The  best  Idea  of  all  i.s  to  drive  the  bird.n 
to  some  outlying  held  soon  after  they 
have  had  their  breakfast.  Oeese  thrive 
best  when  their  ground  is  changed  fre- 
qnently.  Iren  if  only  a  few  days  elapse 
before  they  mom  to  the  original  pasture, 
IC  seems  to  do  them  good. 

I>eavf  them  on  their  own  the  whole  day 
long.  They  won't  come  to  any  harm.  At 
first  they'll  need  driving,  home  at  nlfht 
Bttt  later  on  tbeyll  return  on  their  own. 

If  a  hen  layi  and  monlta  at  the  same 

time  it  Is  probable  that  she  is  a  particular- 
ly good  layer  and  that  she  wlU  pay  for 
extra  earefol  feeding  untu  ttm  hu  ob« 


Warns  Against  Saving 
Hybrid  Corn  Seed 

ACCORDING  to  the  regulalmns  of  the 
Dominion  Seeds  Act,  1937,  the  follow- 
ing statement  or  its  equivalent  must  ap- 
pear on  the  tag  attached  to  each  bag  of 
hybrid  seed  corn  of  field  variety  Offered 
for  sale  m  Canada: 

"Caution.  Do  not  save  seed  from  this 

corn  The  superiority  of  this  corn  rests 
qn  the  fact  that  it  is  a  hybrid  between 
Inbred  strains.  Hybrldlty  is  an  unstable 
condition  and  holds  for  one  generation 
only.  After  the  first  hybrid  generation, 
the  stock  'breaks  up'  and  gives  a  de- 
creased yield." 

What  iinids  good  with  respect  to  breed- 
ing in  the  livestock  Industry  applies  with 
equal  force  to  horticulture.  Livestock 
breeders  are  aware  that  the  pfTsi)riiig 
from  a  cro.ss  between  certain  breeds  de- 
velop into  cxceileut  beef  animals.  How- 
ever, If  these  cross-bneeds  aire  used  as  a 
parent  stock,  the  new  crop  of  calves  Is 
mediocre,  or,  in  otlMr  words,  plain  scrub. 
It  Is  the  same  with  ^brld  com.  The  first 
generation  Is  excellent,  but  later  gener- 
ations are  .scrub. 

In  calling  attention  to  this  fact.  Dr.  O. 
F.  H.  -Buckley,  Dominion  Experimental 
Station.  Harrow,  Ont.,  points  out  that 
when  a  grower  sees  his  first  crop  of 
hybrid  com,  three  things  strike  him 
forcibly  the  sturdy  upright  plants,  the 
number  of  ears,  and  their  arrangement 
all  about  the  same  level.  The  temptation 
to  u.se  seed  saved  from  this  crop  is  gr^at, 
but  only  disappointment  will  be  the  re- 
ward to  those  who  yield. 

The  wriMn>ing  on  a  package  of  hybrid 
corn  Is  no  indication  of  the  value  of  the 
contents;  neither  is  the  appearance  of  Iht 
seed  an  Index  of  what  the  crop  will  ke 
like.  First  generation  hybrid  seed  pro- 
duces a  vigorous,  uniform  and  high  yield- 
ing crop,  but  theee  qvalltles  are  prsesnt 
for  one  generation  only.  After  that,  the 
crop  brealu  down  into  a  conglomeration 
of  plant  types,  moat  of  whieh  are  die- 
tirtctly  inferior  to  the  original  hybrid. 
Many  are  much  poorer  than  ordinary 
open  pollinated  varieties,  and  the  lack  of 
uniformity  In  vigor,  stature  and  maturity, 
has  a  decided  efTert  In  reducing  ylrlds. 
8o.  the  slogan  is— heed  the  warning,  play 
safe  and  tony  new  aee^  of  liyMM  ten 
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How  the  Wbaje  Kept

ALONO  British  Columbia's  north«m 
roast  and  nearby  Islands  It  rains 
nearly  every  day,  300  Inches  ol 
rain  f alia  each  year.  When  you  consider 

that  is  twonty-flve  f'^'t  of  watrr,  you 
realize  what  a  flood  it  must  make,  even 
spread  over  a  year's  time. 

The  Indians,  who  live  along  this  (oa.st. 
do  not  mind  the  rain  at  all,  and  when 
they  hear  the  white  men  complain  about 
not  having  born  dry  for  a  monlli,  Uicy 
Just  smile  and  nod,  lor  they  know  that 
It  did  not  always  rain  so  much;  as  a 
matter  of  fact  It  rained  very  little  when 
the  country  wis  younR.  and,  as  a  result, 
forest  fires  devastated  the  beaulilul  tim- 
ber stands  and  menaced  the  homes  of 
the  Indians.  Perhaps  it  W(Mild  still  be 
dry  parched  land  during  the  Summer  had 
It  not  been  for  a  stranded  whale  and 
a  kindly  tribe  of  Indians. 

One  day,  i>o  the  story  goes,  a  young 
whale  swam  Into  a  shallow  inlet  to  bask 
in  the  sun  and  warm  himself  cm  the 
.shoals.  The  water  was  .so  nice  and  warm 
tiia.L  ii£  w^iS-Ltit  Jifiitcp  before  he  knew  it. 
All  afternoon  he  slei)t  to  n waken  wlicn 
the  .sun  was  sinking  behind  the  western 
mountauus.  He  yawned,  .stretched  and 
started  to  swim  toward  the  open  sea. 
Naturally  piioimli,  he  went  riRht  to  the 
passage  he  had  come  ui  by,  but  the  tide 
had  gone  odt  while  be  slept  and.  Instead 
of  water,  a  lon^;  sandbar  met  his  anxious 
eyes.  The  poor  whale  swished  around  and 
tried  another  likely  spot,  only  to  find  that 
tliere,  ton,  tiie  water  had  receded  leaving 
only  a  barrier  of  sand.  All  that  long  night 
he  searched  In  vain.  The^e  was  no  way 
out.

■and  more  desperate,  until  at  last,  re- 
signed to  hla  fate,  and.  sure  that  there 
was  no  escape  before  the  next  big  tides, 
which  would  be  too  late,  he  lay  down  to 
die.

Too  Far  North 

THI  Indians  thanked  the  whale,  won- 
dering, perhaps,  why  he  did  not  ap- 
peal to  the  Ureat  Spirit  for  help  for  him* 
self.  The  whale  seemed  to  read  their 
th()imhf,s  for  he  smiled  and  said,  "I  would 
have  asked  his  help,  but  is  in  the  far 
North  at  this  time  of  the  year  and  I  am 
sure  he  would  never  have  heard  my  calls. 
He  is  my  friend,  though,  and  I  am  sure 
he,  will  help  you." 

Weeks  later,  when  the  tides  became 
high  enough  for  the  whale  to  pass  over 
the  bars,  he  swam  away  into  the  open 
sea.

So  now,  on  those  far  northern  islands 
and  coasts,  the  rain  falls  almost  every  day 
300  Inches  a  year— and  the  white  men 
grumble  and  wish  fervently  that  they 
could  be  dry  for  at  least  one  day;  but  the 
Indians  look  at  the  falling  rain,  and  at 
the  green  forests,  and  at  their  homes  so 
aafa  fitm  fdraat  flrw  that  swept  thaaa 
tree-clad  mountain.*  before  their  friend, 
the  whale,  spoke  to.JJie  Great  Spirit,  and 
they  rcJolM  to  th*  )lf«-ffHiaf ,  Uft-MTtnf 
nln.

ODD  little  things  often  change  the 
course  of  a  country's  history!  It  was 
a  mouse  il  v.. as  reariim^  the  other  dayt 
that  frightened  the  Lady  Boleyn  back  to 
her  bedchamber  and  so  prevented  her 
.from  crashing  to  her  death  over  a  rail- 
'less  stalr-well  in  1507.  Anne  Boleyn,  her 
daughter,  wa.^  bom  soon  afterwards ;  to 
bef..;;ir,  .  ,fo  of  Henry, VIII,  and 

mother  pf  Kiizabcih  of  England;  and  »o-^ 
how  much  else?

Cromwell  took  Charles  I  s  head  off  in 
1660,  after  the  bitter  ClvU  War.

"  Becaii.se  a  century  before,  an  Indian  mes- 
senger, speeding  along  a  cliff  path  in  far- 
off  Peru,  stubbed  his  toe  on  a  stone  and 
fell  sprawlint: 

He  grasped  at  a  bush  to  save  himself 
going  over  the  edge.  The  bush  came  away 
by  the  roots  and  expo.sed  a  rich  lode  of 
sliver,  and  SO  led  to  the  exploitation  by 
the  Kpaniards  of  the  wealthy  mines. 
From  Spain  the  abundant,  new  sliver 
fotind  its  way  all  over  Western  Europe 

So  money  fell  In  value  as  It  increa.scd 
m  quantity,  and  the  King  of  England's 
income  became.  In  truth,  impossibly  In- 
adequate. Hence  Charles'  illegal  taxa- 
tion, the  quarrel  with  Parliament,  thaCHvil 
War,  and  finally  the  .scaffold  in  Whitehall. 

So,  too.  you  and  I  may  be  making  his- 
tory—and our  German  counterparts  like- 
wise.  The  Renown,  the  Admiralty  says, 
was  holed  above  water  by  a  shell  which 
did  not  explode.  But  suppose  it  had  ex- 
ploded In  a  vital  spot?  The  ScharnhorsI 
and  Hipper  might  have  been  able  to  re- 
venge the  Oraf  8pee.  Some  German's 
faulty  workmanship  has  poariMy  BM4i  a 
lot  of  dlfTerence  to  history.

Ancient  Snakes 

ALTHOUGH  the  snake  is  one  of  our 
;nost  common  reptiles.  It  was  not 
until  the  great  Age  of  Reptiles  had  almost 
completely  passed  away  that  even  a  prim- 
itive form  of  snake  made  its  appearance' 
on  the  earth.  It  was  about  60,000,000 
years  ago  that  the  reptilian  dinosaurs 
were  the  lords  of  creatmn  a  time  when 
the  forty-ton  Bronioiaurus  and  ilie 
armour-plated  Trlceratops  roamed  about 
the  soR^^y  marshlands  of  what  was  North 
America.  No  one  knows  why  the  Age  of 
Reptiles  came  to  an  end:  probably  a 
drouRht  or  a  colder  climate  brought  on 
the  Age  of  Furry  Mammals.  It  Is  possible 
that  the  last  of  the  dlnosiaurs  saw  the 
early  ancestors  of  our  jiresent  serpents 
wriggling  around  in  the  fast-drying 
marshes — small,  ropelike  creatures  who 
had  no  seeminR  resemblance  to  the  mon- 
strous reptilian  forms  that  had  preceded 
them.  Fossils  of  the.se  ancient  snake 
forms  are  rare,  but  the  few  that  are  in 
existence  reveal  that  the.;e  early  serpents 
wi^c«  ouly  about  thirty-cigttt.  iuctic&  iium. 
nqse  to  tall-tip.  Yet  these  tiny  20,000,000- 
year-old  reptiles  managed  to  survive 
while  their  larger  and  stronger  cousii^s 
perished  In  the  climatic  changes  that 
followed  this  Age  of  th^  Reptiles.

The  Screech  Owl 

By  ALVIN  11.  nrriRSON  , 

DURING  August  or  September  you  may 
hear  the  peculiar  quavering,  walling 
notes  that  tell  you  a  pair  of  screech  owls 
Is  In  the  neighborhood,  the  birds  flitting 
about  In  the  dusk  or  perching  In  a  tree 
or  on  the  ridge  of  the  house.  The  notes 
also  have  a  crooning,  tender  quality,  and 
sometimes  one  hears  clucking  notes  as 
well  as  others  harder  to  describe.  Because 
of  the  tremendona  quality  of  th«  notes, 
the  screech  owl  Is  alio  known  as  the 
shivering  owl. 

I  first  heard  the  queer  nocturnal  notes 
Of  this  bird  while  walking  along  ii  street 
of  a  small  town  in  Southeastern  Minne- 
sota. I  chanced  to  meet  an  acquaintance, 
who  also  was  Interested  In  and  listening 
to  the  notes.  The  man  said  he  had  been 
told  the  notes  were  made  by  a  rabbit. 
Just  what  «  rabbit  could  be  doing  among 
the  branches  of  a  tree  he  did  not  explain 
A  few  evenings  later  I  heard  the  notes 
coming  from  the  ridge  of  the  roof  of  my 
horiie  and  discovered  the  author  of  the 
music,  a  .small  prey  owl.  The  screech  owl 
Is  ten  Inches  m  length,  about  as  large  as 
the  robin,  though  It  fluffs  out  its  soft 
feathers  and  looks  larger.  A  .<<mall  owl  !s 
hkely  to  be  a  screech  owl,  though  It  aKso 
may  be  a  saw-whet  or  Acadian  owl.  I  see 
and  hear  .screech  owls  yearly,  but  have 
heard  and  seen  saw-^het  owls  but  once. 
The  latter  Is  sUghily  the  smaller,  being 
about  eight  Inches  in  lencth,  brownlsti, 
and  has  no  ear  tufts.  Its  notes  are  quite  / 
unlike  the  quavering  or  shivering  notes  of 
a  screech  owl,  having  a  scraping  or  ra.sp- 
inp  quality,  not  unlike  that  made  when  a 
file  Is  drawn  across  the  teeth  of  a  large 
saw.

The  refrigerator  was  to  keep  out 
the  cold  and  consequently  to  keep  the; 
supplies  of  perishable  foods  from  freedng. 


The  screech  owl  Is  also  known  as  the 
little  homed  bwl  because  of  Its  prom- 
inent ear  tufts,  commonly  called  horns. 
We  have  two  other  common  owls  that 
have  titrominent  ear  tufts  or  horns,  tha 
long-eared  owl  and  the  preat  horned  owl. 
There  is  httle  danger  of  conl  using  tlia 
little  screech  owl  with  either  of  these,  for 
tlie  loiiK-earcd  owl  is  sixteen  inches  la 
length,  the  great  horned  owl  tweply-Iour. 
The  latter  also  has  wide  crescent -shaped 
patches  of  reddish-brown  about  the  eyes. 
The  screech  owl  is  also  kn<iwn  as  the  red 
owl  and  grey  owl,  a  paradox  apparently, 
but  ea.sliy  explained  by  saying  this  owl 
may  be  either  red  or  grey  In  c  lor  This 
is  known  as  '  dichromatlsm. '  Sometimes 
a  grey  screech  owl  is  found  mated  with  a 
red  one,  their  ofTsprini,'  being  all  grey.  .i!l 
red,  or  one  red,  the  next  grey.  Or  both 
parents  mty  be  grey  and  several  of  their 
younir  red,  or  vice  versa.  Sometimes  a 
red  bird  changes  in  color  und  becomca 
grey  without  shedding. Its  feathers.  Sci- 
entists are  unable  to  explain  what  cau.ses 
the  variation  in  color,  though  this  bird  is 
also  known  as  the  mottled  owl  as  a  con- 
seqiien6e. 

Screech  owls  often  make  their  homes  in 
old  neglected  orchards,  since  there  they 
are  able  to  find  food  and  nesting  placea 
In  abundance.  They  usually  mate  lor 
life,  and  the  same  pair  may  live  in  a  given 
place  for  years,  until  one  dies  or  they  are 
forced  by  circumstances  to  .seek  a  new 
home.'  They  are  highly  u.seful  because  of 
the  insects  and  mice  they  destroy,  being 
especially  fond  of  gra.whopper8,  crickets, 
beetles,  cutworm.^,  meadow  mice,  white- 
footed  mice,  and  house  mice.  The  con- 
tents of  the  stomachs  of  255  of  thasa 
birds  were  examined  by  .scientists  at 
Wa.shlngton.  Ninety-one  of  the  stomaciia 
held  mice  and  100  of  the  remainder  In- 
sects Fifty  gras.shoppers  were  found  in 
one  stomach,  eighteen  May  beetles  in  an- 
other, and  thirteen  cutworms  In  a  third. 
One  stomach  contaiiied  i)'>uMry.  while 
thirty-eight  held  the  remains  of  birds. 
This  owl  sometimes  kills  and  feeds  small 
birds  to  Its  Tomg,  many  of  them  being 
English  sparrow.<! 

A  youQg  screech  owl  lived  on  our  back 
porch  for  about  ten  days.  It  got  separated 
from  Its  parents  and  found  its  way  into 
the  home  of  a  friend  in  some  way.  It  was 
fed  earthworms,  beef  suet,  cottage  cheese 
and  the  like,  taking  these  freely  from  our 
fingers  and  swallowing  them  at  a  gulp.  It 
'usually  found  a  dark  corner  and  there 
quietly  .spent  the  day,  but  wii.s  restless  at 
night  and  flew  about  considerably.  8o 
long  as  we  made  no  attempt  Ui  pick  it  up 
it  was  peaceable  enough,  but  the  moment 
we  touched  It  or  Rot  our  empty  hands  too 
near  it,  it  began  to  back  up,  rolled  over 
on  Its  back,  struck  at  us  with  Ita  faat, 
clawed,  and  even  grabbed  our  hands  and 
hung  on  with  great  determination.  Some- 
tlmaa  we  had  to  looaen  the  claws  carefully 
<mc  toy  one  to  make  it  let  go.  It  Is  a  good 
Idea  to  handle  an  owl  with  care,  for  a 
large  one  can  do  considerable  mischief 
with  Its  elawa  If  given  the  chance.
